DOGS ON THE BATTLEFIELD. 
The Russian government is in com- 

munication with Maj. Hautonville 

Richardson, a retired officer of the 

British army, on the subject of his 

supplying a canine ambulance corps 

for the Far East. 

Maj. Richardson considers that the 
best dogs for ordinary work in the 
fivid are black or sable collies. Intel- 
ligence, not breed, however, is the 
chief consideration. The Russians 
have adopted the Caucasian dog; 
France favors the “smugglers’ dogs,” 
well known on her frontiers; Austria 
employs Dalmatians; Turkey finds 
Asiatic sheep dogs most suitable ‘and 
Germany generally selects collies. 

lué trained dog can be employed 

in a number of ways. He may act as 
a scout, as an outpost to the outposts; 
in an actual engagement his services 
aré readily available for the transport 
of reserve ammunition to the firing 
line; in a siege or investment he may 
be weed as a sentry, and in this ca- 
pacity would prove invaluable in 
fuarding against surprise. 

But it is in ambulance work that 
the dog may provide the greatest 
service to man, and it ts to this spe- 
clal and important phase that Maj. 
Kichardson has devoted many years, 
training his dogs to perform their 
life-saving work with almost human 
skill and Intelligence. 

The beginning of training for fleld 
service is to take the dog at night to 
some quiet spot and have an aassist- 
ant creep up slowly toward dog and 
master. The dog scents the approach 
and gives warning by § growling 
barking being always checked by the 
trainer, since in wartime it would be- 
tray the dog’s presence to the enemy. 

In ambulance work, the dog, finding 
a wounded man, ilies down beside 
him, and the man, if not too seriously 


injured, helps himself to the brandy 
carried by the dog in a flask upon its 
back. r 


The dog-also carries bandages, a 
water-proof shert,. a pencil and a 
of paper. The wounded man

The report that the garrison has 
been forced to fall back to the use of 
home-made powder, which is proving 
defective, is considered a discouraging 
factor. it would be a national grief 
should the defense of the fortress fail 
through lack of ammunition. More 
importance, however, is attached in 
military circles to the reports that the 
Japanese have abandoned the idea of 
a direct assault and are tunnelling the 
fortifications and it is believed possible 
that the end may come as at Sevasto- 
pol, with a repetition of the dreadful 
carnage at the Malakoff tower. 
NO SPECIAL CONCERN. 

There has been an entire absence of 
officia] news from the front today. The 
War Office is displaying no special con- 
cern as yet ever the continual skir- 
mishing on the flanks of the Russian 
army, regarding it as the natural de- 
sire of the Japanese to keep in touch 
with Russian forces, rather than a 
premonitory symptom of a forward 
movement by Commander-in-Chief 
Oyama'’s army, which the authorities 
are not inclined to believe can occur 
within a fortnight unless large rein- 
forcements have been received and the 
work of getting up supplies has been 
done more quickly than was supposed 
to be possibile. 

DIRECT AGAINST TIE PASS. 

The question whether a\bdig battle 
will be fought in the vicinity of Muk- 
den is-considered here to be dependent 
chiefly upon Gen. Kouropatkin, as it 
is not believed that the Japanese will 
be able to force him to fight at Muk- 
den, unless he so elects. The general 
idea i that when the advance really 
comes the Japuuese“will “Shaply out- 
fank Mukden and go direct against 
Tie Pass. 

. The movement of the Japanese land 

forces and the appearance of a large 

flotilla in the Liao River are believed 
to support this view. 

While military circles here realize 
the strategic weakness of Mukden, 
there ate plenty of sentimental reasons 
why Gen, Kouropatkin may desire to 
hold as long as possible the ancient 
home of the Manchu dynasty. They be- 
lieve, in spite of official intimations 
and press reports from Mukden to the 
contrary, that there will be no repeti- 
tion of the battle of Liao Yang at 
Mukden, 

TO BEAT JAPS THE ONE DBESIRB. 
Under date of September 16, Gen. 

Kouropatkin telegraphed to the Em- 

peror as follows: 

“The entire Manchurian army re- 
joices mexpressibly in Your Majesty's 
appreciation of its labors and military 
doings. We are all animated by the 
one desire to beat the enemy and 
justify the confidence reposed in us by 
the supreme chief of the Russian army, 
who may feel perfectiy assured of the 
army's future self-denial and devotion. 

“Our departure from Liao Yang Was 
unavoidable and was accomplished un- 
der conditions fraught with great dit- 
ficulty. Even our adversaries upon this 
occasion were very modest, the report 
not mentioning the capture of prison- 
ers, guns or other trophies. 

“Gen. Kuroki's official] report con- 
firms the statement that on the morn- 
ing of September 4 his entire force, 
which is the strongest of the three 
Japanese armies, was on the right bank 
of the Taitse River, and Mf the condi- 
tions had been favorable would have 
cut off the troops occupying Liao Yang 
from the rest of the Russian troops 
operating on the Taitse River.”

Today is the time when every Meth- 
odist preacher reunds up his years 
work. not knowing whether he wil! re- 
turn to his congregation or not. Those 
who want him back are filled with per- 
turbation for fear they won't get him. 
and those who want 1].'m not are specu- 
lating on how they can jugztie or cafole 
the bishop into giving them the man 
they want. 

There are going to a lot of 
changes in Southern California, and 
when the shake-un gets a-going there 
is no telling where f& will stop. 
.. A flattering complimsent came to Rev. 
George A. Hough within the past few 
Gays from the California conference, 
which was in session at Pacific Grove 
al) last week. 

Mr. Hough, who has now closed his 
second year at Vincemt Church, has 

ven himself a vohenomenally popu- 

pastor, and his work at Vincent 
“has been so successful that it has gone 
‘e@broad, and with i the fame of a pas- 


tor’'s wife, who is a jewel to any 
church. 
He received a telegram on Friday, 


asking him to accept one of the most 
minent churches in San Francisco, 

t he telegraphed a negative reply, 
‘Mp the church offered did not present: 
the kind of work to which he felt him- 
self called. 

Vincent Church will be rejoiced at his 
decision, for they some time § since 
passed resolutions unanimously asking 
that he be returned to them this year, 
but Mr. Hough could not be criticised 
for looking with avor upon a wider 
fleld, and especially one which offered 
that which is by some preachers con- 
sidered the most desirable condition—a 
big salary and a soft berth. He re- 
fused the bait, however, and those who 
know him will say: “Just like him.” 
It is only a question of time, however, 
until the offer comes that he will aec- 
cept, much as he is delighted with the 
peopie at Vincent. It may come at 
the last moment tomorrow from Pacific 
Grove. 

Should such a thing happen, Rev. 
Robert S. Fisher, the eloquent young 
pastor at the Central Methodist 
Church, would likely succeed to Vin- 
cent, and that would leave Central 
Church open. 

Westlake Church, one of the most 
desirable in every way, in the entire 
conference, is made vacant by the re- 
quest of Rev. Dr. J. L. Pitner. to he 
gent elsewhere, and it is not to be sup- 
posed that under such circumstances 
will he be returned to that charge. Who 
ny successor will be is one of the 
things that all Methodists appear shy 
at even making a csuess, but it would 
not be at all strange if the man would 

Dr, Stirling, the present presiding 
elder of San Diego district. 

As for Dr. Pitner. it ts known that 
a is not averse to being made Dr. 
Stirling's successor. The “knowing 
ones" have narrowed the place down to 
a contest between he and Rev. B. C. 
Corey of Santa Ana, with the latter 
as the most likely to win. Dr. Stir- 
ling’s tenure has expired by limitation. 

Haven Church is made vacant by the 
appointment of Rev. E, H. Fretz to go 
to Japan, and Harmony Church will be 
left pastorless by the retirement of Rev.

Healey at the University Church. leav- 
ing the former growing church with a 
fair salary, for some other young man. 

A movement likely to be put on foot

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MONEY IN ORANGES 
THE PAST SEASON. 


Considerable Losses Kesult from 
Various Causes, but Returns Are 


Better than cAnticipated— ‘Reports 
from Many Growers. | 


PPORTS from the orange growe:. 
of Southern California show that, 
while there have been considerable 
osses in the season now closing, the 

‘results, everything~ considered, have 
»xeen much better than was expec. |. 

Taken as a whole, the growers have 
nade money. 

There were a number of factoys that 
combined against the citrus industry 
uring the middle and latter part of 
he winter, when the bulk of the 
Washington navels was in course of 
sicking and marketing. Overproduc- 
jon, inadequate railroad facilities, slow 
narkets in the North and East, and ex- 
veedingly unfavorable climatic condi- 
jons throughout the Past are among 
the items enumerated. These things 
‘esulted in an accumulation of fruit 
that was a source of embarrassment 
© growers and shippers generally. 

Oranges ripened, grew puffy on the 
frees and finally dropped while the 
sacking-house managers in some loca!- 
ties asked the growers not to pick the 
ruit, because the houses were already 
llled with that picked earlier and boxed 
lor shipment, but which was of neres- 
rity held because there was no pros- 
sect of getting what was already on 
tand on to-the markets. 

This state of things lasted from the 
niddie of January until the last of 
March. About the middle of April the 
tlouds scattered and from then until the 
jlose of the season, even with the heavy 
thipments, the orange industry ‘seldom 
vr never met with a better market or 
better prices.

PROFITS AT ALHAMBRA. 

After interviewing several of the 
eading orange growers and shippers 
n the Alhambra and San Gabriel sec- 
tion,

Of the growers outside the Exchange 


‘the Monrovia Heights Association 
claims an average net return of 61 
cents per box. Growers who could 


hold their crops until late in the sea- 


son have netted about $1 per box. 
It will be seen that on the whole 
growers have made a profit. Those 


who have not are the ones who pre- 
ferred or were compelled by the condi- 
tion of their crops to ship during the 
early winter months, when the market 
was depressed. Orchardists who have 
a proportion of Valencias will net a 
good average return. 

Valencias were not included in the 
Exchange statement, or a very much 
higher average would be shown. 

One prominent Exchange 
whose fifteen-acre ranch consists of 
five acres of navels and ten acres of 
Valencias, wil] net $6500. 

RETURNS AT AZUSA. 

The orange crop of the Azusa Valley 
for the season just closed was the larg- 
est in volume and the best in quality 
that has ever been shipped from that 
locality. Selling conditions at the be- 
ginning of the season were very unfa- 
vorable, and growers who were panicky 
and rushed their fruit to market in Jan- 
uary and February received poor re- 
turns, while those who were able to hold 
their navels for the strong market 
which prevailed later, obtained prices 
which compare very favorably with 
those of former years. 

The greater portion of the fruit grown 
about Azusa is shipped by the A.C.G. 
Fruit Exchange, embracing six local 
associations, and has this year been 
marketed throtgh the California Fruit 
Agency. The cords of the exchange 
show that it has this year received 
more money far fruit than in any pre- 
vious year of its history, its total sales 
for the year amounting to nearly $600,- 
000, as against) $422,000 last year. 

The average |net returns paid to the 
growers for navels is 55 cents per box, 
a lower figure) than for any previous 
year, and yetithe crop was so large 
that there are) numerous instances of 
growers who have received, even at 
this low average price per box, more 
money than for any previous crop. This 
valley leads in| the production of Va- 
lencia late oranges, and this year's 
crop of this like the navels, 
was the largestiand finest yet produced. 

The summer ¢range market has been 
strong, and, although the returns are 
not all in as yet, it is expected that 
the Valencias will net the growers be- 
tween $1.75 and $2 per box. 
GLENDORA AVERAGE WELL UP. 

Despite the unfavorable outlook and 
low prices on Washington navels at the

good average and the financial results| 


frenerally are not nearly so discourag- 
ng as the statements of some of the 
*xclusive growers of navels, whose 
shipments met a weak market, might 
ndicate, 

The navels were good, as usual, and 
it is doubtful if growers of that fruit 
will @ver again experience such an un- 
favorable season. As before intimated 
the seedlings found a better market 
than the navels, and of course the late 
Valencias brought still better returns, 
the fruit being fine and reaching the

was a brisk demand for it. 

N. Bailey & Son, who handle the 
fruit. of many large growers besides 
their own, say the average for navels 
Was rather poor, although some lots 
thipped found a fairly good market. 
Beedlings averaged much better than 
navels. One lot of three cars brought 
net returns to the grower of 95 cents 
a box on the tree. Some navels 
brought $1.75 to $2.50 in New York. One 
trop of late Valenciag shipped by_that 
firm, consisting of seven carloads, 
brought the grower $1.72 on the tree. 
Some New York sales were made at 
$3.50 to $4 per box. 

The Alhambra Orange Growers’ As- 


sociation makes this statement: 
“While the returns have not been as 
remunerative to the growers as in 


former years, they do not feel discour- 
figed over the conditions of the indus- 
try. In the early part of the season 
low prices prevailed, as a _e result, 
wholly or in part, of the enormous 
crop and the very unfavorable condi- 
tions in the Fast for general distribu- 
,tion. Later the markets improved for 
and Valenctas 
brought fair prices. The crop will not 
be a failure in its returns, and the 
‘ powers have confidence in the future.” 
A. M. Mixer says that after a!l the 
general average for the season will be 
fair, although the early market for 
navels was certainly weak and fre- 
quently demoralized. Mr. Mixer re- 
ports several sales of seedlings that 
netted the grower $1.66 on the tree and 
some as high as $2. One carload 
brought $1479 and another $1431. 
MONROVIA AND DUARTE. 
The citrus shipments from the Mon- 
rovia-Duarte district for the season 
1903-4 were as follOWs: Duarte-Mon- 
rovia_ Exchange, 491 carloads; the Du- 
arte Company, 98 carloads; Monrovia 
Heights Association, 109 carloads: 
(itrus Union, 100 carloads: individual 
and buyers, 54 carloads; total,.843 car- 


beginning of the season, the output of 
fruit was unusually large, and, as the 
seedlings and late Valenclas marketed 
at prices quite up to the standard, ihe 
returns, as a Whole, have been very 
foothill town. 

Reports of the orange shipments 
show that from November 1, 1903, to 
July 28, 1904, there was an increase of 
140 cars of orahges over that of last 
Season, and 85 per cent. @f the cars 
car, while 
last year not one-fifth exceeded 362. 

The California Citrus Union house un- 
der management of Simpson closed 
having shipped seventy-six 
cars of oranges, netting the growers 
about $1.10 per box. 

The Glendora Citrus Association, 
which closed about one month ago, 
shipped over 160,000 boxes within the 
past season. This house had a return 
of 913-5 cents per box net, the average 
on all kinds andigrades of fruit. Asso- 
ciation members well pleased with 
results from their shipments, and Man- 
ager Powell wag reélected. 

In looking over the net porceeds of 
ranches owned ty some of the careful 
and experienced! growers, it is found 
that a twenty-two-acre ranch of navels 
and Valencias (| returned the grower 
$7018.16. Another twenty-acre plece-ep- 
tirely of navels, yielded $4344.45 to the 
growers, and for several = ranches, 
amounting in all to 200 acres, the to- 
tal net proceeds amounted to $61,250.25, 
being a net.average of $306.25 per acre. 

It is estimate that next season's 
crop will amount to about one-half or 
two-thirds of this season's output, but 
this, however, it) is hoped, will be to 
the advantage of the grower. 

SAN DIMAS AND LORDSBURG. 

While the growers generally have no 
hesitancy in giving the net returns from 
their orchards, none will give the ac- 
tual profits, there being so many vary- 
ing conditions ta take into considera- 


tion in the matter of fertilization, irri- 
gation and_fumigation. 

Among the growers, however, there 
is a feeling of confidence in the oranze 
and lemon industry, a satisfaction in 
knowing that bad as were the condi- 
tions In the eariy part of the season 
these conditions Were only temporary, 
and that later the results were satis- 
factory to the grower. 

Among the orchardists_of La Verne 
some are membets of the San Dimas 


unges. These have netted far better 
results than for many years, W. J. Gar- 
lick of Claremont realized from sixty 
seedling orange trees $572. 
past nine years the Indian Hill Citrus 
Union has paid on navel oranges an av- 
erage of $1.67 1-3 per 100 pounds. 

With reference to lemons, although 
the market in the East for the past 
four months has been bad, yet the whole 
season's returns are Satisfactory. The 
orchard of Frank J. Johnston at San 
Dimas may be cited as an average 
lemon orchard. There are 368 trees 11 
years old, and the crop has realized 
$2600 within the past eleven months. 
This is the result of intelligent appli- 
cation of fertilizer and water, com- 
bined with good trees, good soil, and a 
favored location. 

GOOD AT WHITTIER. 

The orange output for the Whittier 
field has been exceptionally good this 
year, in spite of the poor outlook when 
the season opened. Only cholce and 
standard brands have been packed. The 
average returns per box have been 65 
cents for navels and $1.30 for Valen- 
clas. 

Here are figures showing the returns 
to a few individual growers: John 
Gales, two and one-quarter acres of 
navels, $957.90; Jacob Bickel, three and 
one-quarter acres navels, $1029.28: Rk. 
W. George, seven acres navels, $1590.76; 
F. A. Fletcher, two and three-quarter 
acres navels, $774.81; William Cammack, 
four acres Valencias, $895.70; Dr. Cc. J. 
Cook, two acres Valencias, $895.70; L. B. 
Sharpless, three acres Valencias, 
$1721.48; W. K. Green, two acres Va- 
lenctas, $779.44. 

Last year the average returns for 
late fruit was $1.15 per box, and the 
year before 9 cents. These figures in- 
dicate that this year’s showing is not 
at all bad, but Is just the contrary, and 
more than meets the expectations of 
experienced growers. 

The fruit now on the trees Is color- 
ing rapidly, owing to the warm 
weather prevalent here this summer, 
and will yield over 35 per cent. to the 
holiday trade. Some fruit is coloring 
two months in advance of iast. 


ORANGE COUNTY FRUIT. 
VALENCIAS RAISE AVERAGE. 
In common with growers all over 

Southern California, orange men of 
this section have experienced what 
they term a bad year. A review of the 
prices received for the season as a 
whole, however, shows that the re- 
turns are not so small as is popularly 
supposed, and that in cases of di- 
vidual growers who had choice fruit 
and were sagacious enough to market it 
at the right time, the result of the year 
is very satisfactory financially. 

In the majority of cases, the pre- 
vailing low prices throughout the 
season gave very small net returns 
and in some instances growers received 
a “red ink” dividend. Another heavy 
loss came from the fact that after 
January the only grades of oranges 
shipped were choice and extra choice, 
leaving the standard and lower grades 
to rot in the orchards, a dead joss tu 
the grower. 

The summer Valencia shipments 
brought very good returns; some of the 
independent packers paying as high as 
$2.25 per box for choice fruit, and the 
avsociation shipments netting the grow- 
ers $1.75 and up for many consignments. 
Prices of lemons throughout the year 
have been low, although the Santiago 
Association reports the sale of a lot im- 
mediately after the severe cold weather 
of last winter at $1.11 per 100 pounds. 
A large quantity of lemons is now in 
storage in Santa Ana awaiting favor- 
able opportunities for shipment. 
When the orange season opened, in- 
dependent packers started in to pay 
$1.25 per bex for choice navels, but 
this dropped to as low as 20 cents per 
box before the close of the season. Wil- 
son & Gilman, operating at Orange, 
who have packed about 140 cars of 
which about eighty were Washington 
navels, paid from 90 cents to $1.25 per 
box for thirty cars of the navels, most 
of which were shipped for the—holiday 
and December trade. For about twen- 
ty-five cars they paid from 35 cents to 
4) cents per box. For Mediterranean 
Sweets the same house has paid from 
25 cents to $1.05 per box and for Val- 
encias from $1.25 to $1.50. 

Cc. S. Spencer, another independent 
packer at Orange, estimates that he 
has paid an average for the season to 
the grower of about 70 cents per box 
for the navel oranges he has shipped. 
Forty cents a box was the lowest figure 
he paid for choice grade, although he 
bought standards as low as twenty- 
five cents. Early navels he bought at 
$1.00 per box and in July and August 
paid from $1.25 to $1.75 per box for Val- 


encias. These figures, as are those of 


Wilson '& Gilman, are net t» the grow- 
ers on the trees. Mr. Spencer will pack 
150 cars for the season. 

Nearly one-third of the oranges of 
the Santa Ana Valley are handled 
through the Santiago Orange Growers’ 
Association with a packing house at 
Orange, which this past year operated 
through the Southern California Frutti 
Exchange. Its pro rata net returns per 
box to the growers, including rebates, 
for the season's output of navels are 
given in the following figures: For the 
holiday pool: Extra choice, $1.01 per 
box; standard, 28 cents; December, ex- 
tra choice, 89 cents; standard, 4 cents; 
January, extra choice, 36 cents; stand- 


ard 10 cents, February, extra choice, 
30 cents; choice, 14 cents (n)> raore 
standards packed). March: extra 


choice, 21 cents; choice, 12 cents; April: 
extra choice, 18 cents; choice, 15 cents; 
May, extra choice, 70 cents; cholce, 62 


cents. The Association's Mediterranean 
Sweets, packed in May, brought 74 
cents for extra choice and 65 cents 
for choice; seedlings extra choice, 4 
cents and choice 43 cents; bloods, 63 
cents; St. Michaels extra choice, 4 
cents, and choice, 74 cents. These 


figures may be taken as indicative of 
the genera] returns of the crop for the 


Citrus Union, which shipped 320 cars 
of Washington navel oranges, others | 
are members of the Indian Hill Citrus | 
Union, which shipped 270 cars of navel 
oranges, and netted the growers the 
handsome returns of an orange of 82% 
cents-per packed box. 

It has also shown that when a grower 
picks all his crop and rushes it to mare- 


ket, thereby speculating upon the mar- 
ket, he may once|in.a while strike it 
favorably, but oftener it will strike | 


him forcibly with *red-ink’ réturns. The 


whole community. July and August 
Valencias netted from $1.59 to $1.90 per 
box. 

Among the conspicuous examples 
where orange growers have made 
good money this year, a Tustin orchard 
or ten acres of Valencias sold through 
the Santiago Association, paid its own- 
er, a prominent. citriculiturist of Tustin, 
between $7500 and $7600, or more than 
$750 per acre. Wilson & Gilman report 
the sale of four cars of navels in June 
for J. €. Grege of Orange at a rate of

| ford has thirty-five acres but, owing to 

the strong winds last fall, he only had 
| twelve cars this year as against twenty- 
three cars last year. His navels brought 
an average of 50 cents, and the Valen- 
Clag $1.60. 

ht. H. Gillman has an orchard of a lit- 
tle over forty acres and he had 2694 
boxes which averaged 65 cents net; 2654 
boxes of Sweets, 70 cents; 195 boxes_of 
St. Michaels, a little over $1: and 2624 
boxes of Valencias for which he re- 
ceived $2 net. Mr. Gillman reports a 
light crop on his orchard this season. 

Joe Wagner had twelve acres of ore 
anges and reports receiving an average 
of $1.60 net for his crop, and says his 
brother, Johnnie Wagner, had twelve 
acres and that his receipts averaged a 
little better than $1.60 net. 


SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 

MANY GROVES YIELD PROFITS. 

Taking the returns on. the late fruit 
with those on the oranges picked ear- 
lier in the Season the year's showing 
made by San HBernardino county is 
considered very good, when the excep- 
‘tional conditions through which the 
growers have passed are considered. 
Tidings from the groves indicate that 
the handsome profits on the Valencias 
and other oranges picked after the 
winter had passed have generally over- 
balanced the losses on navels in the 
months when blizzards in the East and 
other causes resulted in considerable 
losses to producers. 

REDLANDS SHOWS WELL 

Now that the season of 1903-04 has 
become history in the orange industry, 
‘the last poo! having been declared and 
the total returns for the year received, 
Redlands growers are, as a rule ready 
to receive congratulations, asserting 
that despite the calamity howl that has 
gone abroad, the season has not been 
so “bad” here, and that they are con- 
tent to have done well since they could 
not do better. 

The season just past has been be- 
yond a doubt, the worst ever exper- 
fenced In this section but, taking the 
late with early fruits, the prices ob- 
tained have been very far from disas- 
trous, and the interest returned on the 
investment made wil] bear comparison 
with the profits received in almost any 
line of business throughout Southern 
California last year. 

In round numbers Redlands grow- 
ers shipped 3100 carloads of oranges 
for the season. The output is whole- 
saled by the 100 pounds instead of the 
box as it is gold to the consumers, 

It is conservatively estimated that 
the average returns on navels for the 
season was from 85 cents to W cents 
per 100 pounds; Mediterranean sweets, 
$1 to $1.25, and Valencias $1.75 to $2.25. 
A good grové is valued at $1000 an 
acre in e@ither ten or twenty-acre 
pieces, and bas an average bearing of 
300 boxes to an acre, or 3000 to ten 
acres, which is equal to 144,000 pounds. 
The running expense, per annum on a 
first class orchard (this is the usual 
term ‘for a ten acre piece,) is between 
$60 and $70 per acre, at $20 for care, $35 
for fertilizer, $5 or $10 for incidentals 
and taxes; nearly all the growers own- 
ing water enough to supply their land. 
This is an output of $700 for each or- 
chard, or ten acres, and every thing re- 
ceived beyond that is clear gain, 

A few instances of individual grow- 
ers are here given, and furnish a very 
fair basis for estimating the success or 
failure of the orange industry in Red- 
lands the past year: 

E. M. Judson, from eight acres sold 
$1600 of fruit; reckoning out $460 for 
expenses, his profit was $1140, which 
was a net gain of $140 per acre, or rep- 
resented 14 per cent. on each $1000 in- 
vestment. 

C. A. Boettger received $2500 for his 
crop from ten acres, which less $700 for 
expenses and taxes, netted him $1800, 
or 18 per cent. per $1000. 

W. F. Bill picked 170,000 pounds from 
ten acrés of navels, which brought 
him $1500, 

A little orchard of 230 trees, or a lit- 
tle over two acres belonging to J. P. 
Gregg, and all late Valéncias brought 
the owner $840. 

E. M. Treat, from less than ten acres 


of navels marketed 136,000 pounds, 
averaged 99% =cents per hundred 
pounds, and _received a little over 


$1300 for the crop. This was a young 
orchard, and the frult graded out well. 
There was much dropped fruit, and it 
is estimated that about 200 boxes were 
lost from this cause, so that although 
the crop was heavier than in other 
years, the orchard did not return as 
much as it has previously when the 
yield has not been so abundant. 

Miss H. 8S. Cousins had twenty-five 
acres af navels from which was mar- 
keted 484,940 pounds, netting $1.00% per 
100 pounds, and received nearly $5000 
for the crop. This acreage represents 
three orchards so situated that the 
fruit in one ripens early, in another 
a few months later and in the third 
late in the season, so that there was no 
rush about picking, little or no dropped 
fruit and it was possible to take ad- 
Vantage of good prices. 

Cc. E. Davis, has ten acres of navels, 
an early grove that was not picked un- 


til late, and which yielded 150,000 
pounds, netting 85 cents per 100 
pounds. 

The Bailey and Carner ranch of 
thirty acres, yielded 421,322 pounds, 


netted $1.06 per 100 pounds. 

Mrs. CC. Hasking, marketed 186,579 
pounds of navels, netted $1.12 1-3 per 
100 pounds. 

Alonzo Case, with eight acres of 
navels, averaged $1.96 for every ene 
hundred pounds, total receipts $1277.64. 

Mrs. LAnnie C. Fall, ten acres navels, 
sweets and late Valentias 9 cents per 
100 pounds, total $1225.99. 


W. K. Dare, five acres navels, total 
H. BR. Curtiss, twelve acres, navels 


Valencias, total $1834.64. 
Hemingway, twenty-five 
acres, two-thirds Crofton late, one- 
third Valencia lates, total $4700. 

George A. Stone, twenty-five acres 
of navels $3841.55. 

Hinkley thirty-five acres, 
sweets, seedlings, navels, bloods, total 
net $6200 

An estimate on eight representative 
orchards in the city, reckoning the 
above ratio for valuation and expenses, 
indicates that they returned from 5 to 
12 per cent. on the investinent or an 
average of 7 per cent. 

There are go few lemons in the dis- 
trict that there is very little to be sald 
about that branch of the citrus indus- 
try, but that little is not pleasant for 
many of the returns were written ta 
red ink. During January, February 
March and April, lemons brought the 
growers an average of 90 cents a box 
net. During May and June, when an- 
ticipation of the Warm weather usually 
rif®es prices in the Kast, continued wet 
and cold weather, and consequently 
lack of demand kept the retur. down 
to between and rents.

Company. 

A woman bought a twelve-year-old 
ranch, which had been poorly cared 
for until within a year of the pur- 
chase, for $4500. From fodr-fifths of 
an acre of Valencias—the most profit- 


able orange of last season—she _ re- 
ceived $532 net. From five acres—in- 
cluding the above return®@—she re- 


celved $1100, fruit from the other five 
having been disposed of before she 
bought. In another instance, the buyer 
purchased, a year ago, a well-cared 
for grove of the same age, which 
brought him 50 per cent. returns. 

The large acreage in Valencias and 
sweets is being increased. 

The net returns averaged for holiday 
navels $1.25, for later navels 51 cents, 
for sweets $1.15. for Valencias $1.75. 
In May, navels netted as high as $2.17, 
for fancys. Valencias as reported 
from the California Citrus Union, ran 
as high as $2.75. 

For dry land in the vicinity to full 
bearing groves, land ranges in price 
from $40 an acre, to $1000. The crop 
for the coming season promises nav- 
els good, sweets fair, Valencias and St. 
Michaels very Iight. 

GRATIFIED AT COLTON. 

The annual reports made to the Col- 
ton Fruit Exchange present a gratify- 
ing showing. According to the sec- 
retary’s report 7,576,695 pounds of fruit 


received $193,614.34. This makes an 
average of 95% cents per packed box 
for all fruit shipped within the season. 
There are between fifteen and eighteen 
carwoads of Valencias yet to be picked, 
which will materially increase this 
showing. 

There was however a good deal of 
fruit shipped in the first two or three 
months of the year which brought 
small returns to the growers and in 
some instances yielded only “red ink.” 

The Colton Fruit Exchange shipped 
but Seventy-three cars in the depressed 
period and closed the packing-house 
for six weeks with the result that the 
members of the Exchange will remem- 
ber this season as one that was fairly 
profitable. In fact some growers real- 
ized more from their fruit for the sea- 
son just closed, than they did for last 
year. 

From fifteen acres of Washington 
navels with an average age of trees at 
10 years, A. Lantz averaged 3470 boxes 
of fruit. He received $3365.90, amount- 
ing to 97 cefits per packed box of sev- 
enty pounds each. The fruit was de- 
livered in February and April. 

From two and one-half acres of 
seedling trees 25 years old, W. C. Ful- 
ler received 55,425 pounds of fruit, 
which brought $814.35. 

One acre of seedling trees, 12 years 
old, owned by E. A. Pettyjohn bore 
17,780 pound of fruit fer which he re- 
ceived $260.67. 

From four and one-half acres of 
seediing trees, average age 23 years, 
Mrs. M. A. Fox took 137,580 pounds of 
fruit which returned $1991.42. 

Another grower in this vicinity re- 
ceived $2444.46 from nine acres of seed- 
lings 18 years old. 

Wade Purdum received from five 
acres of 12-year-old Mediterranean 
sweets, 86,543 pounds of fruit which 
brought him $1434.16. 

Another grower, J.-B. Hanna, re- 
ceived from 110 trees of Meditterranean 
sweets, 11 years old, 16,000 pounds of 
fruit which returned $219.45, amounting 
to $1.39 net per packed box of seventy 
pounds each. 

It is not possible at this time to give 
a report of the Valencias as most of 
them are still-on the trees. The Val- 
encias which have been already ship- 
ped have brought the growers $2.44 per 
box for fancy grades. One grower, K 
A. Pettyjohn has 100 trees of Valencias 
from which he expects to realize $700 
at least. 

HIGHLAND MAN SATISFIED. 

Seth Marshal, who has a thirty-five 
acre grove at Highland shipped thirty 
carloads of oranges in the season just 
past, from which his returns averaged 
a net guin per box of 85 cents. This is 
just one-haif the amount which would 
have been received had the season been 
good, but he is satisfied, and = states 
that the chief trouble was that the 
markets were glutted. He is an ardent 
exchange man and will ship through 
that channel the coming season.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 
LATE FRUIT PAYS HIGH. | 
The shipments of citrus fruits from 
Riverside for the season of 1903-04 to 
date have aBregated 5946 cars, of 
which 5563 were oranges and the bal- 


ance, 383, lemons. There still remain 
in the valley perhaps twenty +c of 
oranges and as many mere bf Jem- 


ons, which will bring the total 
for the season in the neighborhood of 
6000 cars. The oranges have Dbeen- 
shipped ag follows: Seven cars in 
November, 370 in December, 777 in Jan- 
vary, 685 in February, 946 in March, 
1165 in Apri, 997 in May, 530 in June, 
126 in July, 51 in August and 9 to date 
in September. The lemons were 
shipped: Twenty-six cars in Novem- 
ber, 20 in December, 27 in January, 44 
in February, 50 in March, 12 in April, 
65 in May, 70 in June, 538 in July, W 
in August and 1 in September. 

And in spite of the fact that there 
are pessimists and knockers on every 
street corner to say that the year has 
been a disastrous one for orange 
growers, facts and figures go far to 
prove the contrary. A prominent 
member of the Chamber of Commerce, 
a grower of twelve or fourteen years’ 
“experience, said in an interview yes- 
terday: ‘In my opinion, the average 
returns for the whole year, taking both 
good and bad, will bring into the val- 
ley almost, if not quite as much as in 
any former year; and he quoted the 
following specific shipments of which 
he knew personally to illustrate his 
point: 

“A crop of 6300 loose boxes, picked 
from nine and one-half acres, all nav- 
els, was shipped—2000 in January, 800 
in February, 1500 in March, and 
‘1800, in April and May. This 


months,| when the market was at its 
worst, and yet in spite of that, the crop 
as a whole has netted the owner $2614 
so far, and there is perhaps $200 or 
$300 to hear from yet in the final re- 
turns. This is no bad profit from nine 
and one-half acres.” 

On the other hand, Capt. Laidlaw, 
who held his entire crop of navels on 
five acres until May, on 810 packed 
boxes netted a total return of $1112, 
or a straight $1.25 per x. 

The facts of the matter are these. 
Growers who shipped fruit on anything 
but a spot-cash proposition during the 
months of January, February and a 
part of March, during that unprect= 
dented cold season in the East, are al- 
most total losers._ Since then, and be- 
fore then, the market has never been 
better, and shippers of seedlings and 
late fruit have realized the best re- 
turns for years. 

In making an estimate of the aver- 
age price per box for the entire season 
of the more than 1000 cars shipped 
through the Citrus Unibn, E. 8S. Moul- 


ton figures as follows: Navels, 70 
cents per box, all grades and sizes; 


seedlings, 70 cents per box; St. Mich- 
aels, $1 per box; sweets, $1 per box: 
and Valencias, $2.15 per box. This is 
the average for the entire season, of 
good and bad, all sizes and grades, of 
the net return to the grower per box. 

Mr. Moulton says further: “Navels 
in January and February did not do 
so well as the average shown, but la- 
ter did very much better, some grow- 
ers that shipped no fruit early re- 
ceiving as high as $1.30 for their entire 
crop. St. Michaels averaged rather 
low on account of running unusually 
smal] this season. Growers have been 
more scared than hurt. You can al- 
ways find exceptionally good or poor 
returns, but the season as a whole has 
turned out well.” 

’. @ Fraser, manager of the Ar- 
lington Heights Fruit Company, rep- 
resenting 459 acres of lemons in bear- 
ing and 1132 acres of oranges, mostly 
of the nave! variety, makes the follow- 
ing statement’ relative to the return of 
thelr shipments for the season: 

“We have shipped, up to the 12th 
of September, 259,548 boxes of oranges 
and 107,292 bexes of lemons. Our av- 
erage On oranges will run’ $1.20 per 
packed box, f. o. b. and on lemons, $1.53 
per packed box, f. o. b. The oranges 
therefore realized f. o. b. $311,457.60, and 
the lemons, $164,156.76, making a grand 
total realfzed for oranges and lemons 
shipped up to the 12th tmst. of $475,- 
614.36. 

“We have yet to ship to close up 
our season only about ten more cars 
of lemons and three or four cars of 
oranges; but returns have not been re- 
velved on the shipments for the past 
month, so that the averages given will 
easily hold good for the season's ay- 
erage. At the present time we cannot 
tell exactly the cost of packing and 
selling, nor the cost of cultivation, ir- 
rigation and other expenses in connec- 
tion with the “growing of orangés and 
lemons, for the reason that we do not 
close our acceunts for the year 
September 30. Hence, we cannot give 
the information as to the net profit to 
the grower, although We believe that 
the figures given will show that or-

. failure as some people report ft to

REATEST LOOT 
OF BURGLARS. 


RANSACKED. 


While Owners Are Away Thieves 
Break in and Steal About Every- 
thing Except the Furniture—Kratz 
Still Missing—Boy Fractures Skull. 
Carbolic Acid Taken by Mistake. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 17.—It devel- 
Oped today that gome time in the past 
two weeks burglars entered the elegant 
summer home here of E. Mehesy, the 
Los Angeles curio man, and completely 
looted it of everything of value except 
the furniture. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mehesy are in the East 
and the house, which is situated on 
the bluff on East Ocean avenue, is un- 
occupied save when other members of 
the family run down to the beach for 
au Outing of a day or so. : 

The last time they visited the house 
Was two weeks ago Sunday, at which 
time the place was ungisturbed, 

During the tithe ft remained closed 
it is under the supervision of a neigh- 
bor named Philiips. The residence !s 
a@ modern two-siory frame bullding, 
surrounded by a tight beard fence. On 
the west is a ‘smal! cottage and acruss 
the street is the residence of Mr. Phil- 
lips. This morning Mr. Phillips was 
taking a look about the house and up 
against the side window found a bian- 
ket stretched, He started to the front 
door to make an “investigation and 
found it standi open. Within all was 
confusion. Not that something was 
wrong, Phillips notified City Marsnal 
Conklin and telephoned to the city for 
Mr. Mehesy’s father and Mrs. Mehesy’s 
Sister, Miss Hansen, who came down at 
once, accompanied by Detective J. R. 
Ritch of the city police. A thorough 
investigation showed that the robbery 
had been complete. 

The residence was elegantly fur- 
Mished. Costly lace curtains adorned 
the windows, rich imported rugs and 
druggets carpeted the floors, while all 
the rooms were full of valuable bric- 
a-Orac and curios, many of them rare 
and beautiful, the collection of years’ 
patient work of Mr. Mehesy’s. All 
these were gone, save one Jone curtain, 
which was probably overlooked. The 
beds had been torn apart and sheets, 
piliowcases and coveriets taken, and 
the blankets and mattresses scattered 
on the floors. In the dining-room the 
sideboard had been opened and aiso 
the silver closet and all the cut-glass 
ware, hand-painted china and a truuk- 
ful of solid silverware stolen, together 
with a large quantity of table linen, 

After. thoroughly ransacking the 
house at their leisure, the burglars vis- 
ited the wash-house, where the per- 
sonal belongings of Mr. and Mra Me- 
hesy were stored. They broke a pad- 
locked chain on the door, which was 
then unlocked with a skeleton key, and 
the contents of the room overhauled. 
Two trunks were broken open and all 
the clothing taken. Among other 
things was a valuable dress creation of 
silk and lace, valued at $150. The sack 
was complete and, if anything of value 
has been overlooked it has not been 
discovered by Miss Hansen or the vf- 
ficers. 

Now comes the mysterious part of 
the affair. The house faces the bluff, 
with steps leading down to the beach. 
In the rear opening on ret street is 
gate facing Mr. Phillips's house. The 
burglars therefore either carried their 
plunder, which would be a big wagon- 
load, down a long steep flight of 
stairs to a waiting wagon on the sands, 
or through the yard to a@ street that 
is trave every ten or fifteen min- 
utes by a street car. It would seem 
impossible to have moved this quan- 
tity of plunder without attracting at- 
tention, but the officers think it was 
moved some time just before daylight. 
Miss Hansen, after a hurried inventory 
of the rooms, says that the stolen prop- 
erty has a money value of $1700 or $1200. 
Thus far no clue has been found by 
the officers. 

ANOTHER BURGLARY. 

Burglars last night efitered the resi- 
dence of C. Reilly, on American ave- 
nue, and ransacked it from front to 
rear, but whether or not anything of 
value was taken wil] not be known un- ‘ 
til the family returns. They left. yes- 
terday morning for a few days’ visit 
in Los Angeles. Last evening the vf- 
ficers were notified that the doors were 
open, and, going to the house, discuv- 
ered an evident attempt at burglary. 
The dresser and washstand drawers 
had been opened and emptied of their 
contents, and bedding torn opén in 
an evident search for valuables. The 
entire house was in confusion. The 
family is expected home Sunday or 
Monday, when the extent of the losses 
will be known. 

BOY FRACTURES SKULL.

Exam/na- 
tion by a physician showed a fracture 
of the outer plate of the skull, but the 
surgeon did not think if dangerous, 
provided careful watch was kept and 
prompt aid summoned in case anything 
out of the ordinary developed in his 
condition.

It fs only 
a little more than one year since that 
mighty work for irrigation purposes 


was completed, and already steps for 
raising it are being taken, so that the

Egypt be provided.

Ing of the two Nile mouths at Rosetta 
and Damietta, at a cost of about $5,-

Egypt. 

‘These projects, vast in magnitude, 
may well suggest improvements of a

OCIALISM PREDOMINANT. 


A few days ago the Colorado State 
Federation of Labor held an election 
of officers. The result of the election 
showed a complete victory+ for the 
socialistic or radical element—the ele- 
ment which is responsible, more than 
all others, for the rioting and blood- 
shed which usually accompany labor 
disturbances. A dispatch from Pueblo, 
where the convention was held, states 
that President Moyer of the Western 
Federation of Miners A given the 
“credit” (!) for the victory of the 
Socialists, as the conservatives were 
in the majority before the arrival of 
Moyer and his socialistic adherents at 


the convention. 


Not all labor organizations are per- 
meated with the virus of Socialism and 
anarchy, but a large proportion of 
many—perhaps of most—labor unions 
are so permeated. And it is an un- 
deniable fact that socialistic and 
anarchical ideas are rapidly gaining 
ground in labor organizations. This 
fact is indicated in many ways. In 
fact, the natural] drift of labor union- 
ism is toward Socialism and anarchy. 
Most of the so-called leaders of union- 
ism are either Socialists or anarchists, 
or both. They exert a powerful in- 
fluence over the deluded men who 
blindly follow their leadership. If their 
accepted masters teach them Socia)- 
ism, why should not they become 
Socialists? 

There are Socialists, and Socialists. 
Those of the peaceful kind, who would 
bring about by peaceful means the 
changes in the social system which 
they believe would benefit society, are 
not a menace to social order, and they 
have an unquestioned right to advo- 
cate their views in a lawful manner, 
as have all other persons in this land 
consecrated to freedom of speech and 
of the press. Then there are the 
radical Socialists, who would smash 
the éxisting order by violence—by 


revolution. These advocates of what 


they term “the social revolution” are 
peaceful and. orderly 
society, because they recognize vio- 
lence as a legitimate method of ac- 
complishing: the ends they aim at. If 
they were sufficiently powerful they 
would overthrow the government of 
the United States by force, and would 
pet up in its stead a sort of bastard 
“republic,” which would speedily run 
into an oligarchy, with the supreme 
power concentrated in the hands of a 
few leading spirits, whose power would 
he almost despotic. Either this or an 
evedlate despotism would be the 
finaiity of the “social revolution.” 
The Socialism which prevails to a 
greater or less extent in most of the 
trades unions is of the violent, revo- 
lutionary type. This is shown in one 
way by the reckless violence which al- 
most invariably accompanies al! 
atrikes of any magnitude. The vio- 
lence is usually greater in proportion 
to the prevalence of socialistic ideas 
among the strikers. Men who accept 
as truth the teachings of revolutionary 
Socialists necessarily acquire disre- 
spect for the rights of those who own 
property. They are taught to hate the 
man of wealth, and to regard him asa 
public enemy, although he may in’

reality be a benefactor, and one of the 
best of friends to those who toil. 

The Socialism which permeates 
trades unions is probably less dan- 
gerous than is generally supposed, for 
‘the reason that unionism itself is de- 
clining. One of the many reasons 
which are causing the decadence of 
unionism is the fact that Socialism ts 
making progress in its ranks, thereby 
narrowing the field for its own prop- 
agation, as a dangerous parasite saps 
the life of its victim. The American 
people are very tolerant—too tolerant, 
perhaps, for their own good—but they 
have the sound sense to distrust any 
organization whose members, or a 
large proportion of them, approve 
violence and advocate revolution. 


ICTIMS OF WAR. 

Not all the victims of the war 
between Japan ahd Russia are among 
those who bear arms. The non-com- 
batants whose homes are in the coun- 
try where the war is raging are suf- 
fering great and irreparavle hardships 
in consequence of the war's ravages. 
Along the path of the battiing armies, 
the Chinese are driven from their 
homes, which have been laid desolate 
by the contending hosts. They are 
able to carry with them in (their flight 
only a few of their belongings, if any 
remain to them. A great many have 
lost their all and are suffering for food 
as well as shelter. They are, as jt 
were, between the upper and the 
nether milistone of the great war. It 
is no fault of theirs that they are in 
this deplorable condition. It is simply 
an incident of war. 

The Mukden correspondent of the 
London Daily Mail, in a recent dis- 
patch, gave a distressing account of 
the condition of these refugees “flying 
from their homes and crowding into 
Mukden with the few belongings they 
are able to carry off on foot or on don- 
keys or ponies.” The correspondent 
further says that the whole fertile 
plain around Liao Yang had been de- 
populated, and that niimerous villages 
have been burned by the explosion of 
shells. “While they are thus expelled 
from their homes and deprived of the 
profits of harvest,” he continues, “the 
natives can obtain no compensation in 
the form of extra work or business 
arising from the war, because the prof- 
it from the sale of provisions, etc., to 
the combatants has been mostly se- 
cured by clever contractors or rascally 
interpreters.” 

While the sympathies of the world 
go out to the combatants on one side 
or the other, the sufferings and depri- 
vations of those who are in the path 
of the great conflict should not be for- 
gotten. These involuntary victims of 
the war will in many instances suffer 
m..e than the actual combatants. Not 
a few of the Chinese along the line of 
conflict have been killed or wounded, 
while others have Deen robbed of al) 
their possessions, or tortured, or com- 
pelled to work on intrenchments with- 
out hope of reward.

It's the 
jand of staunch comradeship, of kindly 
sympathy, of kindred intellect, where 
hearts beat hidh and hands grasp finm;

“What a fortunate thing it is that 
you have enough of the gypsy in. you 
to make your frequent changes of 
abode tolerable.” So said a friend to 
me once upion a time. The words gypsy 
Bohemian, and vagabond have much in 
common. It will do no harm to find 
out a little about these people, who 
are In the world, but not always of it— 
a people who live their life In thetr 
own way and in spite of many tradi- 
tions are not so bad as they have been 
painted. 

The gypsies have beee a Wandering 
people, scattered over many parts of 
Surope and their nime came from 
“Eegplains”’ at an early day in the fif- 
teenth century. In Paris, France, the 
first gypsies appeared calling them- 
selves “Pilgrims” in the year 1427, 
They came in banda of 109 more or less 
under the leadership of chiefs who 
called themselves “Counts.” At this 
period they were peaceful and law 
abiding. Is it not George Eliot who 
immortalized the gypsy in one of her 
brilliant poems? 

No doubt that the orieto.l, degener- 
jated until the tribes came to be known 
as horee-traders and fortune ellers, re- 
‘garded with suspicion by all law-abid- 
ling citizens. The passing of the gypsy 
lis now an accepted fact.

When the world attain santo true Bo- 
hemianism it will lay aside selfishness, 
sordidness and self-seeking and learn 
to be natural, helpful to others, clean 
of purpose and generous in Instinet. 
All hail to Bohemia forever, and con- 
fusion worse confounded to the ‘wild 
ass of the hills’ who cannot discrimi- 
nate between the sunlight and the 
murk.’ | 

It was Henry Murger, the Parisi. 
Bohemian, who wrote the book “Scenes 
de la Vie de Boheme.” From this 
came the French play, to be followed 
by the opera, “La Boheme,” and re- 
cently the play by the same name aa 
presented by Clyde Fitch. 

In spite of everything, “La Boheme" 
livez, and always will, in the realm of 
art. Murger wae the prince of that 
Bohemia in Parts which reached its 
height about 1348 Its home was known 
as the Student or Latin Quarter, where 
struggling artists knew what it meant 
to be hungry, poorly clad and cold, be- 
cause they loved art. Bohemia here 
was the outcome of poverty. as it al- 


ways must be. It has nothing to do 
with out sleek and comfortable mod- 
ernity. 


There are two other words that go 
hand in hand with this “Bohemia” that 
are also greatly abused, the words 
“art” and “genius.” They are rea‘iy 
fine words, and have a wonderful mean- 
ing for those who can undersiand 
them, 

We are told that In the early lit- 
erary and journalistic life of New York 
City there existed a Bohemia, and I 
am inclined to believe it, but the old 
regime of wits and poverty is out of 
fashion, and in this"“day an unsuccess- 


ful (financially) artist in New York 
frequently kills himself rather than 
keep up the struggle for existence. 


More's the pity! It is the result of our 
complex civilization of today. 

A Frenchman has denied Bohemian- 
ism as “A stage In artist life, the pref- 
ace to the Academy. the Hotel Dien. 
or the morgue.” Bohemla is for most 
of the workers, or dreamers, or both, 
financial wreckage, but this does not 
always imply artistic failure. To his 
discredit, it is said that Murger, after 
he was assured of some money success, 
from the dramatization of his book 
drifted out of the Latin Quarter, and 
rented an apartment in “Easy street,” 
where he was pleased to forget the old 
chums who had furnished the material, 
and furnished the experience for the 
book that gave him renown. He never 
did as good work anywhere else. 

Artists are not always very strict in 
their observance of the conventional. 
It is a fact, however, that the present- 
day artist has little to do with Bohe- 
mianiem, but a great deal to do with 
hard work. The age seems to require 
that all technicg!l difficulties shall be 
mastered in every profession. Francoise 
Coppee says that a poet's life consists 
of ink and reams of paper. Ah, the 
poet's work has ro little to do with his 
life and often his life has so little poe- 
try in it. 


A word about Vagabonds and my 
chat ends. That peerless Englishman 
of letters, Alexander Smith. has sald 


somé charming things upon this subject 
as Tollows: “I would rather have spent 
an hour with Charles Lamb than with 
any. other of London's people. He,.was 
a fine specimen_of the vagabond. Ah! 
me! What a world this was to live in 


two or three centuries ago when it 
was itself discovered,” whén 
the sunset gave up America, when a 


steel hand had the apoiling of Mexico 
and Peru! Then was the ‘Arabtan 
Nights" commonplace!” He continues: 
“Genius is a vagabond. Art is a vaga- 
bond. Enterprise is a vagabond. Al! 
have molded the world into Its present 
shape. Nature makes us vagabonds, 
the world makes us respectable.”

IL PIPE LINE 


BIG PROJECT. 


VENTURE WILL COST A HUNDRED 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Line Will be Eight Inches in Di- 
ameter and Nine and One-half 
Miles Long and Plant is to be 
Completed by First of New Year. 
Wagons Off the Streets. 


The Salt Lake Oil Company yester- 
Gay filed with the City Clerk a bond 
for $5000 for the faithful performance 
of all the terms of the pipe line fran- 
‘chise granted the company Thursday. 
The pipe line is a new venture in the 
city and will involve an expenditure of 
$100,000 It will enter the city at First 
street and Vermont avenue and will be 
mine and one-half miles long. Work 
will be begun at once and it is expected 
the plant will, be completed by the 
first of next year. 

The line runs over Rosemont, Tem- 
ple, Victor and other streets to the Los 
Angeles River, where the company will 
have large tanks. The exact location 
of the tanks has not been determined, 
but it will be near the river and con- 
venient to the ratiroads. The pipe linc 
will be eight inches in diameter and 
will be of sufficient strength to with- 
Stand a pressure of 1000 pounds to the 
square inch. From the oil fields en- 
gines will force the oil through the pipe 
into the storage tanks. By the terms 
of the franchise the pipes must be laid 
at least two and one-half feet under- 

und. Work must be begun in four 
ths and completed within three 
years. 

Th? installation of the pipe line will 
mean tha. many oil wagons now used 
on the city streets will be discontinued. 
The Salt Lake Oil CéOmpany will take 
off between fifty and sixty. If the line 
proves a success as it undoubtedly will 
other operators will probably send 
their oi] through the same pipes still 
further decreasing the number of wag- 
ons used. 

These oll wagons are not only un- 
Sightiy but the drippings from them 
are more or less of a nuisance al- 
though conditions are not as bad no.- 
as formerly. 

The people in sections through which 
the wagons pass have entered many 
protests agaiust the oil wagons being 
allowed on the city streets, but there 
has not been any way by which such 
a law could be made effective. If no 
other wagons than those of the Salt 
Lake Company are taken off it will re- 
lieve the condition considerably. There 
ore in all about 160 oll wagons in the 
city. 

Oil men say the wagons do not injure 
graveled streets but really help them. 
It is generally admitted that the oi! is 
very injurious to asphalt streets. Much 
of the oil] that is brought into the city 
is carried over Pico street. This street 
is now to be paved from Main street to 
Hoover street.

DWELLING PLACE. 


Accuses Husband of Being Too 
Combative—He Retorts With Hair- 
curling Charges, and Says She 
Loved Spicy Novels and Liquid too 
Well. 


Mrs. Claire Webster claims she !s 
afflicted with a crue] husband and has 
hustled into court with a plea for-—di- 
vorce. 

Charlies A. Webster took unto him- 
self a wife at Santa Monica in Novem- 
ber, 1900, and says he has been sorry 


for it only once—that has been ever 
since. 

The wife avers her husband right 
away after marriage took to drink, 
and he retorts that if he did he had 
occasion to. Then Mrs. Webster séts 
Out in detail his shortcomings. She 


accuses him of cursing and swearing 
at her. In May, 1901, when the Web- 
sters cane to town to witness the Fi- 
esta parade they had a noisy spat at 
Fifth and Spring streets and he left 
her, she says, and when she arrived at 
home he was waiting for her, and 
knocked her down. 

Another time, the wife alleges, Web- 
Ster’s thirst got the better of him one 
night when he awakened, and he 
dressed and went out. He returned 
about noon next day drunk and com- 
bative. He charged his wife with 
Stealing his watch; and there was a 
noisy time for a while; all to the grief 
and chagrin of Mrs. Webster, as a gir! 
named Lizzie Brooks was present and 
heard hubby raise Cain about the 
house. 

But the crowning grievance of Mrs. 
Webster is that her husband took a 
house in an out-of-the-way place, and 
in a bad neighborhood: an altogether 
improper place, she thinks, for him to 
have taken her. She avers that he 
rented the house saying it was for his 
brother and wife, and allowed the 
neighbors to think that they were liv- 
ing together without having gone 
through any marriage ceremony. 

All these charges Webster denies, 
Save that he concedes taking a house 
as alleged, and -as for the neighbors 
he says he allowed them to think any- 
thing they pleased, as they were privi- 
leged. He charges -that ever since 
their marriage his wife has been, and 
still is, addicted to the use of liquor, 
and has an especial fondness for beer. 
For four nights on an average in each 
week she insisted before he retired— 
and sometimes roused him up after 
he had retired—that he slip out quietly 
and “rush the growler,” he asserts, 
and in his particular case the “‘grow- 
ler’’ was a tin bucket holding about 
three quarts, and this he would have 
half filled. On some nights when Mrs. 
Webster had a well developed thirst 
he avers he would go for beer two or 
three times, and only occasionally 
would he participate in the drinking. 
Usually, he says, he would retire to 
sleep and his wife would sit up read- 
ing novels and swigging beer. The 
husband also claims that his wife was 
unpleasantiy proficient In the use and 
combination of cuss words, and that 
sometimes when she unlimbered her 
tongue before visitors she almost made 
his hair curl. One day is mentioned 
when words did not suffice to express 
her feelings and she threw a dish at 
her husband. He ‘juggled the catch. 
and smashed it on his elbow, but 
wasn't quick enough to stop the cup 
of hot coffee that followed and that 
drenched his clothing.

MORE “BLIND PIGS.” 
BUT THESE WON'T SQUEAL. 
Two French Basques were arrested 
Friday just outside the limits of Long 
Beach, charged with running a ‘blind 
pig.” They couldn't or wouldn't con- 
fess to speaking English, but one was 
arraigned at Long Beach and the other 
Was taken before Justice Young. The 
latter yesterday demurred to giving his 
,-|} name. He had been arrested on a war- 
rant charging “John Doe" with the 
offense. He finally admitted so far as 
to say that his name is Juan Ybanez, 
and trial was set for Friday. But both 
the men maintain they were doing 
nothing wrong, notwithstanding that 
Ybanez took to flight when he learned 
the officers were in the place, and was 
found stowed away behind a curtain in 
the winery. 
This particular “blind pig’ has a 
little history. It used to belong to Ed 
Tisnerat, a young Frenchman, who in 
a remarkably short time has accumu- 
lated quite a fortune by a unique 
method. He got his idea from a cer- 
tain class of sports who in following 
the races never back the horses but 
always the jockey. Tisnerat never 
kept his eyes open for a soft snap 
anywhere but just foliowed the for- 
tunes of the sugar town. Whenever a 
sugar faciory was built that was good 
enough for him, he bought real es- 
htate, planted vineyards and made wine, 
for-he came from the wine district of 
France and took naturally to that busi- 
ness. Today he owns lands and prop- 
erty at. Oxnard. Chino, Alamitos, Po- 
mona, Long Beach and a biock of flats 
at Pico and Hill streets, this city. 
Tisnerat started a winery at Long 
Beach just across the line from the 
present city limits. He had a five-acre 
vineyard there, and after starting up 
he petitioned the Supervisors for a 
winer'’s license but wasirefused. He 
Was then advised by his attorney that 
the Supervisors couldn't prevent him 
from selling the wine or brandy he 
manufactured, and so he kept ahead 
and for about four years it is claimed 
he supplied Long Beach with the major 
part of its wet goods. 
About a year ago Tisnerat sold out 
his Long Bedth place, it is suid, and 
has lived about a mile and a half 
away. For some time, and even now, he 
is in Chicago, but when the officers 
went after the winery for “blind pig- 
ging’ they assumed that Tisnerat was 
the gullty party. But they couldn't 
find him nor discover who was running 
the place. They next assumed that his 
brother, A. Tisnerat, must be responsi- 
ble and arrested him. He runs a livery 
stable at Long Beach, and when ar- 
raigned refused to give bail. There 
was a profitable damage suit looming 
ahead for him and he stood pat and 
was taken to jail. But the prosecution 
saw a great white light about that time 
and he was released without formali- 
ties, and the next descent was made 
upon the two Basques.

Richard Strauss. This 
young master’s claim to fame is based 
largely upon his orchestral tone poems, 
although he has written much in other 
departments of composition. That his 
orchestral works are destined to im- 
mortality is seriously to be doubted 
These compositions. depend for their 
effect not so much upon what is said 
in them as in the manner of saying 
it. That Strauss is in possession of 
a wonderful mastery over the tech- 
nicalities of his art is undeniable. But 
the greatness of a work must not be 
looked for in its complexity or the in- 
Kenuity of its coloring. Beauty of 
sound must always be the first con- 
sideration, and beauty is not an ever- 
present constituent of Strauss’s work.” 

Remarking that “in the domain of 
chamber music Germany still occupies 
the high place which has been hers 
since Beethoven,” Prof. Borowski pro- 
ceeds to a consideration of musical 
conditions in Engiand. “There are 
two or three British composers,’ he 
deciares, “who have climbed high in 
the estimation of the musical world, 
and there is at least one, Richard 
Elgar, whose works have placed him 
in the frent ranks of the world’s mas- 
ters.” Prof. Borowski continues: 

“It is only in the nature of things 
tha: Elgar's chef d’oeuvre should be an 
oratorio, since the oratorio is the nat- 
ural heritage of every music-loving 
Anglo-Saxon. ‘The Dream of Geron- 
is. however, not 
the sterectyped pattern. It is Ura- 
Matic, intense, fullof human pathcs 
which at times is extremely moving. 
The mastery of technical difficulties 
which is demonstrated in the works 
of Elgar is shared by many musicians 
who are. fellow-countrymen of tho 
composer of ‘Gerontius.’ Ccunter- 
point has long been the fetish of the 
British composer. Terhnical correct- 
ness, rather than inspiration, has 
often been the purpose of his striving 
Hui with the advent of the younger 
men a new order of things is devel- 
oping and the importance of musica! 
Britain would seem. to loom large 
among the possibilities of the not very 


distant future. 
“Of the more conservative men. 
these who play the most prominent 


part in British art may be said to be 
Sirs Hubert Parry, Villiers Stanford 
and Alexander Mackenzie. 

“France has made but slight contri- 
bution to the music of our times, and 
contains but two composers of the 
first rank—Jules Massenet and Cam- 
ille Saint Saens. Italy. on the other 
hand, has been undergoing something 


of a musical renaissance.” To quote 

again: 
“The passionate intensity of Pietro 

Mascagui's ‘Cavalleria Rusticana’ 


brought forth the enthusiastic admira- 
tion of the whole world. That Mas- 
cagni failed to grasp the whole signili- 
cance of his success is to be discov- 
ered in the numerous failures which 
succeeded his first opera. But other 


Italians profited. by his prosperity no 


less than by his adversity. The pu>- 
lic craved for excitement; there were 
opera writers willing and ready to pr- 
vide it. Leoncavallo came out with 
his ‘Pagliacci,’ the success of whicn 
should alone have cenvinced Mascarni 
that in composing idyllic scenes, such 
as ‘L’Amico Fritz,’ he was followin: a 
track which could lead only to the ar:4 
wastes of disappointment and failure. 
Since ‘Pagliacci’ many Italian com- 
posers have endeavored to repeat the 
early successes. It is, however, evi- 
dent that the public is weary of such 
overstrenuous productions as the It.a!- 
ians offer it. Of the young Italians 
who started out with roseate hopes 
of immortality only Puccini, the com- 
poser of ‘Tosca’ and ‘La Boheme, ‘as 
succeeded in holding the interested at- 
tention of the musical public. 
“Perhaps the freshest fields of musi- 
cal productivity,” continues Prof. 
Borowski, “have been developed by 
Scandinavian and Slavonic composers.” 
In this connection he cites Edward 
Grieg, whose “unconventionality of 
harmony” and “never-failing melodi- 
ousness” have won appreciation 
throughout the world. Next we are 
reminded of Anton Dvorak of Bohe- 
mia, “perhaps the greatest living 
composer.” Prof. Borowski turns to 
American music last of all: “Two na- 
tive composers, MacDowell and Park- 
er. have accomplished much in dissi- 
pating the -notion prevalent abroad 
that the possible supremacy of Amer- 
ica in art is incompatible withthe 
supremacy in commerce. Parker's suc- 
cesses have been won principally in 
England and in choral compositions. 
MacDowell, who is undoubtedly the 
most gifted of American writers, has 
made his influence cover a wider field. 
There is in his work every evidence 
that he has something to say and an 
unconventional way of saying it. — Mr. 
MacDowell has lately been demon- 
strating to European critics the possi- 
bilities of American music as repre- 
sented in his own creative efforts. 
The music-loving community of Ger- 
many and of Britain have not failed 
to appreciate these possibilities, and 
the American schoo! will henceforth 
figure more prominently in European 
art.” Regarding the tendencies of 
modern music Prof. Borowski declares 
that “increasing freedom of form and 
the association ‘of music with a pro- 
eramme are the two most obvious fac- 
tors in our present stage of develop- 


ment.”

GUILLOTINED MANY. 


in New 


Something About Lewis Deibler, Pub- 
lic Executioner, Who Has 
Just Died. 

[New York Times:] Louis Deibler, 
who directed the guillotine of Paris 
for twenty years, died at Anteuil 
lately at the age of eighty-one. 

“Monselur de Paris,” as Deibler 
was called from one end of France to 
the other, was probably the most fa- 
mous executioner who ever lived. Dur- 
ing his thirty-nine years of service he 
guillotined criminals, and 
boasted that he never had a mishap. 
It was said that he exercised 
strange hypnotic power over his vic- 
tims, and it rarely happened that he 
met with any resistance. 

Deibler was a remarkable character 
in many ways. A strange-looking, 
little lame man, he was always more 
cordial to foreigners than to natives 
of his own country, and the best in- 
terview with him ever printed was 
granted to an American correspond- 
ent. In the course of this interview 
he said: 

“Il was not born for noise and bus- 
tle, for competition—for business. l 
have always been poorly, weak, timid. 
mild. I am lame. I| walk with the 
aid of my umbrella. How so much 
weakness and gentleness has ended 
in the production of a shedder of 
blood is very simple. 

“No matter what career you follow, 
you must battle in it for advance- 
ment. Now, | am limp every way, 
actually and figuratively. I would not 
have succeeded in painting, in sculp- 


ture or in literature. A position § is 
conquered. It is not all. said = with 
that, even. It must be defended. In 


a word, there is never any serturity. 
Naturally,! was attracted by a trade 
that is unique, singular, inrnutable, 
without advancement or falling off, 
and the more so because it was exer- 
cised by my father. My father was 
the public executioner, you 
Well, | inherited the stigma, the bad 
name. Why sould I not inherit its 
emoluments and its security?” 
Deibler went on to talk of the dis- 
advantages of his profession. “IUn- 
happily,” he said, hesitatingly, “un- 
happily, my notoriety always goes be- 
fore me, spoiling any little pleasure 


I might make for myself. Even my 
ashamed look betrays me. My ears 
have heard so many insults. I wil! 
give this counsel to my successor: 


‘Do not be lame; do not have an orig. 
inal physiognomy, and dress yourself 
like anyone else.’ It has been my 
error, this inveterate black frock 
coat, and it has finished by making 
itself a uniform. I would advise my 
successor continually to change his 
costume—now a commerical! traveler. 
now a theatrical artist, now a travel- 
ing Englishman.” 

Deibler retired in December. 1898. in 
favor of his son, Anatole, giving as 
his reason for so doing that he was 
getting too old; that his hand trem. 
bled when he exetyted criminal, 
aud that his long and extensive’ § serv- 
ices gave him the right to reat 


REAL AIRSHIP 
FAIR. 


T. LOUIS, Sept. 12.—A real com- 
petitor for the hundred-thous- 
and-dollar prize at last 
appeared_on the scene at the 
World's Fair, a’'man who is con- 
fident that he has the -only air- 
ship that can truly be said to be diri- 


gible, the only one that actually com- 
plies with the conditions imposed by 
the authorities. The big machine is 
in its stall at the aérodrome, and sev- 
eral successful tests have already been 
made. 

The inventor, T. O. Benbow, .« has 
made other airships, two of them, 


and he has invented other things be-

loon, to be tossed about at the pleas- 
ure of the wind. The motor that fur- 
nishes the power for operating the 
wheels has four cylinders, with a 
three-inch stroke, and it is ignited by 
means of an electric” spark. The 
weight of the motor is 150 pounds, 
and it is attached by cables to the 
platform on which the operator stands. 

The total weight of the ship is about 
six hundred pounds, and thie fans are 
thirty-two inches wide at the outer 
edge. When-the machine is immersed 
in the tranquil air, or is going with 
the wind, there is practically no re- 
sistance; but when it attempts to go 


against the wind, the force of the

The ship is not an aéroplane. It is 
similar in appearance to the one with 
which Santos-Dumont § expected 
electrify America. Yet the similarity 
ends with the appearance. The mech- 
anism is totally different. There is 
a great gas bag, seventy-five feet long 
and twenty feet wide at the center, 
tapering to points at both ends. It 
is made of the finest French silk, a 
kind of silk that combines the maxi- 
mum of strength with the minimum 
of weight, and is manufactured by 
onby one firm in the world. 

The bag contains 16,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen gas when it is inflated, 
and upon this the ship deperds for 
the maintenance of the equilibrium. 
The frame of the ship is of aluminum 
and bamboo, and the powef is derived 
from a ten-horse gasoline motor, sim- 
llar to those in use on automobiles 
and motor cycles. Thus far the prin- 
ciples involved are similar to those 
employed by Santos-Dumont and other 
inventors of airships. The contriv- 
ances for guiding the huge gas bag 
are unique. 

The other airships that have been 
tested were constructed according to 
the principles of the screw-propeller 
steamer. One enormous wheel with 
two or four blades served to give the 
direction, which could be maintained 
on any given plane. If the aérial nav- 
igator desired to raise or lower his 
machine he was compelled to modify 
his ballast or regulate the contents 
of the balloon.

The method of turning the airship 
around is one of the most interesting 
things about the handling of it.

The ship is turned exactly as 
a row boat is turned. If the man in 
the boat wishes to turn to the left he 
takes the left-hand oar out of the 
water, and pulls on the other oar. The 
one-sided momentum causes the boat 
to veer from the straight course, and 
if it is persisted in, the boat will de- 
scribe a complete circle. ,, Likewise, 
when the airship is to be turned, the 
propellers on one side are thrown out 
of gear, and those on the other side 
are permitted to furnish all the mo- 
tive power. Thus the vessel may be 
turned to the right or to the left with 
perfect ease.

New ‘Dynamite Company to 
Given Protection. 


Ymportant Projects for City 
of Guadalajara. 


TSPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 9.—The 
impression prevails that President 
Diaz will make some indication to 
Congress at its opening session on 
‘the night of the 16th as to a fixed cur- 
rency standard in Mexico. His- 
torically, business in this country has 
 glways been good when exchange was 
- high and bad when exchange was low, 
whereas, with. a fixed staple exchange 
it would equalize conditions. For 
some years the Mexican government 
has been trying to evolve the scheme 
-of a staple peso, and it has even been 
gaid that Mexico would require $50,- 
. 000,000 in gold to make the change. 
This led this government during the 
recent monetary conference to ascer- 
tain economical conditions in Mexico. 
The general idea of a 50-cent dollar 
or a peso of silver. worth fifty 
cents in gold, has been gradually crys- 
talizing in public consciousness. 
There are two sides to the financial 
question, yet the majority of public 
opinion seems aligned to the scheme 
of a fixed ratio. The statu quo condi- 
tion is becoming unpopular, and as 
this conservative estimate thins out 
‘the idea of a fixed standard forces it- 
self upon public attention. The bus!- 
ness community can bank upon a fixed 
ratio: the railroads can work instead 
of worry; the government can ad- 
Vance instead of lose ground with its 
foreign_ obligations, and there is in 
such an event no gambling on mar- 
gins. [It may be a great task to 
change the currency of a nation; it is 
as though a railroad changes from 
narrow to broad gauge. But this is 
done time and again, and was recently 
done by the National Railroad, at an 
expense of $10,000,000. The right of 
way is fast being secured for a fixed 
currency ratio, along the broad levels 
of public opinion. Meanwhile, for- 
eign capitalists hesitate about Mexi- 
can ventures, when the peso today is 
worth thirty cents and tomorrow six- 
ty. Capital always wants security 
first and high rates of interest second. 
The foreign speculator thinks less 
how much he fis going to get back on 
his investments, as to whether he 
wil] get back the principal. ’ 
WOMAN AS MINE OPERATOR. 
Mrs. C. Butterfield of Los Angeles, 
who ts now in this city on mining busi- 
ness, is the only woman in this coun- 
try who is president of a mining com- 
pany. She is here with Rafael D. 
Hughey, manager of the same com- 
pany, the Sonora Gold Mining Com- 
pany.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Californians are greatly interested 
In the recent erection of a dynamite 
factory near the line of the Mexican 
Central, at a place called Tinaja, near 
Gomez Palacios, because most of the 
explosives used by Mexican mines 
have been imported from California. 
The Mexican company, which is called 
the Mexican National Dynamite and 
Explosive Company, has its factory |o- 
cated at the lower end of a valley, 
yar removed from inhabited places. 
They commenced to manufacture on 
the first of August. The Treasury 
Department has just decided to pro- 
tect this new dynamite company by 
imposing, afier October 1, on import- 
ed dynamites and explosives $240 per 
ton, of which $30 is for import tariff 
and $210 is for duty for interior con- 
sumption. The factory covers 140 
acres and was formally opened on July 
29, last. It is now turning out four 
tons of dynamite per day and has a 
capacity of three times that amount 
and is able to meet e demand in 
this republic, which is about four 
thousand tons monthly. Two grades 
of dynamite are turned out, both in 
sticks and mostly of 60 per cent. 
grade. One is made of the pulver- 
ized powder held together with gly- 
céerine, and the other is more ex- 
pensive, by which cohesion is ob- 
tained by Chillan cotton. The com- 
pany has expended or will expend 
about —$3,000,000 in perfecting their 
plant in Durango and their plants else- 
where. The motor power now sup- 
plied at Tinaja is by dynamos of 2000 
horse-power. The company manufac- 
tures its own nitric and su!phuric 
acid, its own hydorgen and its own noli- 
trate of sulphur and potassium. It 
owns sulphur mines at Conejos, near 
by, of which 3000 tons will be taken 
out anuually, 30 per cent. pure sul- 
phur. The sulphur refinery handles 
five tons daily and the actual require- 
ments are 800 tons per annum.

and acts with the same quickness as 
any acid, being at the same time more 
economical. As soon a8 the value of 
this juice is proved, swamplands will 
doubtless be used for the cultivation 
of this plant. 

The American company, at the 
head of which is Col. W. T. Thornton, 
fcrmerly of Arizona, now figuring in 
Guadalajara for the electric tram- 
ways -of that, the second city in the 
republic, has offered to devote the 
sum of $400,000 tg the city in lieu of 
the concession, as well for the light- 
ing and power for the factories and 
r.ills of the city and the district. If 
the present electric light company 
does not do better, the government 
will probably close with Mr. Thorn- 
ton’s syndicate, and they will then 
employ the $400,000 to dome the river 
of San Juan de Dios, and thus confer 
a great benefit from a sanitary point 
of view upon the city of Guadalajara. 

The Cananea copper mines, con- 
trolled by the Cananea Consolidated 
Copper Company, have just secured 
from the Mexican government a (on- 
cession which includes the reduction 
to the company of its annual taxes 
from the sum of $50,000 to $12,500; 
also exemption from export duty for 
the next forty years, which is a very 
important consideration for such a 
large concern. They are now treat- 
ing 1250 tons of ore per day, and ex- 
pect to increase that treatment to 
2250 tons. Col. W. C. Greene is more 
firmly fixed than ever in this concern 
and is not losing his hold or control 
in the proposition. The idea that he 
was retiring from active participation 
in the business of the Cananea cop- 
per mines has been denied by Mark 
Sperry, on behalf of the Board of Dt- 
rec‘ors. a

The ruling recently made by Judge 
Townsend of the United States Court 
of Civil Appeals at San Antonio, Tex., 
reducing the duty on Mexican “drawn 
work” from 60 per cent. to 35 per cent., 
affects an industry that flourishes 
prineipally at Saliao and Aguascali- 
entes. Under tne tariff act of 1897, 
the customs authorities classified 
drawn work as lace and embroidery 
an.on that basis importers paid 60 
per cent. This new ruling puts drawn 
work im a class by itself, with a duty 
of only 35 per cent. 

Yesterday Col. Angel Guerro Pefia, 
director of the Mexican Geographical 
Commission, left for New York to at- 
tend the meeting of the National 
Geographical Congress, to be held 
there shortly. He is prepared to sub- 
mi important papers for the consid- 
eration of that body, especially relat- 
ing to the water power avallable on 
the eastern coast of Mexico, which has 
not yet been harnessed to the car of 
commerce. It is said that this avail- 
able power would amount to about 
1,500,000 h.p. 

it is gratifying to notice by the data 
just coilected by Dr. Eduardo Liceaga, 
president of the Superior Board of 
Health, that typhoidal fevers that 
neve always cursed Mexico, are rap- 
idly diminishing, due to the excellent 
drainage system, and other precau- 
tions “aken by the Federal district 
authorities. During the four years 
closing September 30, 1900, there were 
2103 deaths from typhoid and typhus 
fevers, or an average of 527 per an- 
num. During the year 1901, there 
were ‘394 deaths from those fevers; 
in 1902, 1338, but after that year the 
decrease set in. In 1903, only 6515 
deaths were reported, but the deaths 
during the year closing August %1, 
1904, were only 228. Other diseases, 
es vecialiy those attacking digestive 
organ., represent the same happy de- 
crease proportionately. 

vor a long time since the Indians who 
congregate at the Villa de Guadalupe 
du‘ing the December festivities and 
religious ceremonies in connection 
with their -typical devotions to the 
“Queen of Heaven,” as they style the 
Virgi of Guadalupe, have not been 
permitted to dance within the church 
limits. This was a privilege they en- 
joyed thirty years ago, and they would 
appear then, in the church, costumed 
in their plumage and feathers, and 
dance: they thought it the greatest 
compliment to the virgin, but later 
the authorities stopped the practice, 
fo> it tended, in their judgment, to 
an undue mixture of the secular and 
he sacred. These same authorities 
of the church are now being memo- 
rialized by delegations representing 
the Indians to allow them the priv- 
ile eo again, but the chances are they 
will not do 60. 

For the first time in the history of 
Mexico, the big national library, with 
its 400,000 volumes, was treated to 
thorough disinfection. The place was 
closed last Saturday and not reopened 
till this morning. The work was 
done under the directicn of the Su- 
perio Board of Public Health, which 
will now commence an the other pub- 
lic inetitutions, first with the Palace 


of Justice, which is one of the oldest. 


The garden city of Tlalpam, one of 
the most picturesque and interesting 
towns among the suburbs of the City 
of Mexico, will have a quaint and 
character exposition next Sunday 
It will be a chrysanthemum show.

Some of the most beau- 
‘ifal white chrysanthemums the 
valley of Mexico grow at Tlalpam, 
and the show will be so well worth 
visiting that scores of persons from 
this city will attend; in fact, hundreds 
if the rains do not interfere. It is

was the old name of the town,. while 
as yet it was the capital of the State 
of Mexico. Tlalpam is poised on a 
high hill that lies on the line of the 
Camino Real, or King's Highway, that 
formerly connected the City of Mexico 
with the sugar country of the State of 
Morelos. The advent of the railroad 
did away with the necessity of the 
stage-coach ride to Cuernevaca and 
the other cities to the south of this 
capital and Tlalpam now is isolated. 
But it is a beautiful place, right 
among the foothills of Ajusco, at the 
base of its hills the leagues of lava 
beds known as the Pedregal. The 
little city of rock has some of the 
handsomest gardens in the republic 
and as the place is now reached by 
the electrics in less than an hour, it is 
a very popular picnic resort. 

The present location of the City of 
Mexico, in its earliest days, was a lake, 
and as patch after patch of chinampas 
or floating gardens was added, the 
“city” grew. At the time of the Az- 
tec discovery of the city site in 1525, 
their little settlement was about the 
size of a present city square. All! the 
water for the city supply, as it grew 
from that size to its present presumed 
area of 12,500,000 square meters, was 
from the -surrounding lakes and the 
springs whose waters have been 
brought in, by aqueduct or piping 
from the hills to the westward. 
hence the discovery just made bf a 
spring of fresh and clear water on a 
property located at No. 570 Cuadrante 
de San Miguel street, is attracting con- 
siderable attention, especially as it is 
in the same district of the city where 
the crack after the earthquake of 
three years ago left aseam in the 
street for months, that finally closed 
up. The property on Calle Cuadrante 
de San Miguel is supplied with water 
from an artesian well, that has never 
failed. In order to clean the well, 
men were set to work to bail out 
the water, but failed to make any im- 
pression on the quantity. A close ex- 
amination led to the discovery of a 
large spring from which the water 
now rises a meter above the level of 
the patio of the house. This is the 
only spring of water within city lim- 
its.

[Men and Women:] On the lost art 
of conversation an essay of length 
might be written. The majority of us, 
when we meet in social intercourse, in-

changing ideas, clothed in choice and 
expressive words, chatter on the triv- 
jalities of life, with as much anima- 
tion, and as little sense, as a company 
of monkeys in an African jungle. We 
talk a little of the latest book, statue 
or painting, and a great deal on the 
latest fashion, accident or scandal. 
Even this sort of conversation ts dying 
out and the hostess engages a musician 
to amuse her guests, or, more frequent- 
ly, has recourse to the gaming table 
for her entertainment. 

It is true that the attempt of the av- 
erage American to speak clearly, criti- 
cally and at length on works of art, 
social or political situations or the im- 
portant events of the day is generally 
attended by dissatisfaction to his hear- 
ers, and, occasionally, to himself. We 
are too indolent or too occupied with 
the attaining of material things to 
study out a problem for ourselves; 
hence our opinions are mainly second- 
hand and the cleverest editorial writer 
is our oracle. “Come easy, go easy,” 
says the ancient proverb, and its wis- 
dom may be applied to our unearned 
ideas as well as to our unearned 
wealth. Appearances to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the only possession 
we can truly call our own is the one 
that we have gained by hard and con- 
stant effort; and we have seen even 
these slip from our hands like water 
from steel. Do not imagine that a hur- 
ried examination of the results of the 
toller in any field of Intellectual effort 
gives you the fruit of his endeavors. 
There is no injustice in the court of 
khowledge. She ordains that each 
shall delve and toil for her treasures 
and he who will not work shall not 
know. 

An aid to Increase a person's conver- 
sational powers is association with 
those wlo are versed in the art.

“The Germans are especially anxious for nov- 
elties, and the fact that a thing is American is usually 
an evidence that it is new. Every new mechine, lamp, 
motor or fixture of any kind that will do its work 
cheaper or better than the article of the same kind now 
in use can demand a sale in Burope. The Germans ap- 
preciate the ingenuity and mechanical skill of the Amer- 
icans. They are giad to get our improved machinery, 
and really good things will always find a ready marke! 
among them. it need hardly be said that all novelties 
should be protected by patents or trade marks and that 
they should be offered by skillful merchants or by agents 
who can explain their merits and who understand how 
to sell. 

How to Build up Foreign Trade. 

“It is this ability, to invent and contrive new things

Our Trade With Russia. 


“What are we doing in Russia, Mr. Loomis?” | asked.

“We should have our manufactures specialized for the 
foreign markets, and export agencies specialized for 
handling our trade. The work should zo on during good 
times and bad, and :hould not be dropped in order to 
supply the home market. As it is now, we have no such 
arrangements, and nevertheless we have within ten 
months increased our manufactured exports by $19,000.- 
0. Germany and Great Britain have brought matters 
of this kind to a high point of efficiency. When we do

“Our latest figures through the Department of Com- 
meree and Labor show that our exports to Russia in- 
creased up to the breaking out of the war with Japan. 
In the eight months ending with last February such ex- 
ports exceeded those for the same period of 1902 by 
more than $3,000,000." 

“What effect will the war have upog that trade, Mr 
Loomis?’ I asked. 

“We cannot tell as yet,” said the first assistant Secre- 
tary of State, “but it would seem that so vast a country 
as Russia. still in the earliest stages of its developmenr, 
will continue for many years to import, in increasing 


| quantities, our machinery and labor-saving implements. 
Our exporters, it is true, have now to contend with the 
dis¢rimimation against American goods imposed by the 
Russian customs tariff of 1901. That was brought about 
28 a retaliation for the differential sugar duties imposed 
by the United States. Now, although the English and 
Germans have gained in some lines of exports, our con- 
suls write that American farming machinery and tools 
are sold in larger quantities than ever. The people pre- 
fer our machinery, end say that our goods are better 
made and more practicable than those of uther countries. 
Consul Chambers of Batum, for instance, reports that 
our mapufactures are successfully competing with those 
of Europe because of their low cost and their superiority, 
and this, notwithstanding the 30 per cent. of extra duty 
charged upon them. Consul-General Holloway of St. 
Petersburg writes the same as to the superiority of our 
soods and their popularity, so you see they still hold 
their own in the markets of Russia.”’ 


American Factories in Europe.

‘part of their stock is owned by Europeans, not only is 
i that business shut off from the same companies in the 
' United States, but the profits received from it are largely 
spent in Europe. There are other branches of industry 
which are being carried on in the same way, giving to 
| their European factories ail the advantages of improved 
Amerikan machinery and operative skill: for the mana- 
gers and foremen are picked men from the factories of 
the United States. The workmen are mainly natives, 
but the system is such that each factory becomes a spe- 
cial industral school where European men and boys are 
| trained by American experts how to compete with Amer- 

ican trade.” 

“Can you give me a list of the great American facio- 
ries abroad?’ 

“No, although I can say that such factories are being 
established in Canada. Mexico, Great Britain, Germany 
and Russia. Consul-General Mason writes that Ger- 
many has a large number of them, and that they have a 
definite advantage over their own or rival firms and 
companies located in the United States.” 


Our Consuls as Business Agents. 


Te conversation here turned to the work of our cone 
suls in pushing American trade, and | asked Secretary 
Loomis as to their standing among the consuls of the 
world. Said he: 

“The efficiency of our consuls, as business agents, is 
best found in the testimony of our largest manufacturing 
and exporting houses, and in the almost unanimous trib- 
ute of foreign trade bodies, journals and publicists. There 
is no government which publishes so much commercial 
information from its consuls, and there is none which 
issues it so frequently as does the United States. The 
Consular Daily, containing reports on an infinite variety 
of subjects. is unique among the official publications of 
the world. It was established at the suggestion of F. C. 
Emory by the State Department in 1898 in order to give 
the business public up-to-date information from all parts 
of the world. When th: Depariment of Commerce and 
Labor was established the publication was transferred 
to it, but the reports are still obtained through the State 
Department, acting in cOoperation with the new depart- 
ment. Besides these daily reports the consuls furnish 
others upon special classes of subjects. They furnish in- 
formation upon inquiry for individual firms, and endea- 
vor in every way, within the bounds of official propriety, 
to facilitate tue sale of American gooda in. their respec- 
tive districts. 

“Foreigners generally concede that American consuls 
are much more efficient as business agents than their 
own. In fact, some of the European consular services. 
which certain theorists of this country have held up for 
us as models, are frequently criticised at home because 
they fail to furnish the timely practical information 
given from day to day by the consuls of the United 
States. 

“The report of our consuls,’’.continued Secretary 
Lpomis. “have become noted for their practical charac- 
ter. They are not essays, but notes, jotted down by this 
or that consular reporter, because he thinks they may 
interest the American manufacturer, or merchant, or 
perhaps our engineers, miners, factory operatives, bank- 
ers, school teachers, and others. This department secks 
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to encourage and develop this faculty in itd consuls, and 
the result has been an increasing appreciation by the 
public of the vaiue of the consular service; Our consuls 
ure also doing great good as advertisers of pur products, 
and their industry in picking up new ideas “he the bene- 
fit of the business people at home is a constant source 
of surprise among foreigners and sometimes of irritation 
on the part of such manufacturers abroad who have se- 
erets which they wish to hide from possible rivals in the 
United States. 


Suggestions to Exporters and Manufacturers, 


“I would say, however,” continued the assistant Secre- 
tary of State, ‘that there is a well-defined limit to al! 
of trade, and that 
whatever of failure is charged upon our consular service 
in pushing the sale of American goods is mainly due to 
a mistaken idea of its capacities. The Consul can point 
out the way, can suggest, and often personally assist the 
efforts of business enterprise, but he cannot supp'y its 
place. There must he active, intelligent work on the 
part of the exporter in connection with the manufacturer 
if we would have a healthful and permanent foreign 
trade in any part of the world. | 


“As it is now, no such effori is general among our 
business men, and the most of them are not sufficiently 
interesied in foreign trade to master the conditions of 
its success. They have a large home market, and they 
find it pays them to devote the bulk of their efforts to it, 
giving only incidental attention to the foreign demand 
as a convenient outlet now and then for their surplus 
stock. The result is that our consular reports are full of 
advice about the inefficiency of the 
American exporters and manufacturers. They will not 
make special sorts of goods for the foreign markets; 


they are charged with careless packing, with unwilling- | P 
orts. 


ness to conform with foreign trade usages and with send- 
ing ou! salesmen who do not understand the languages 
and customs of the countries they are to work. We have 
a few notable instances of American establishments 
which apply the same energy, care apd intelligence to 
their foreign trade as io their business at home, and 
these companics ure, as a ruie, phenomenally success- 
ful. They show what we can do abroad when we bring 
our best efforts to the study and pushing of 
our trade. I believe that in time our people will awa- 
ken to the great value of the foreign markets, and that 
we wil! then have a still more enormous part in them.”

IAREGGIO, Aug. 25.—Spezia, on the edge of the 
V beautiful gulf, and nestled under green foothills, is

The 
arsenal is most difficult to visit, and stands at the head 
of the main. street, with a statue of its founder. who 
gave his name to via Chiodo. The people appreciate 
simple enjoyment, and the pretty park is populated, 
when the marines give their concerts. By day, the fami- 
lies bundle up their robes and towels in shaw! straps;

It is but a step from the main building into the ves- 
try. sometimes calied the treasury of relics.

Few older historical re!- 
ics are found upon this continent than the ancient 
wooden statue of St. Anne -brought from France in 
1662 by Bishop Laval. In 1676 it was placed in the fa- 
cade of the third church, then just completed. and re- 
26) years. When, in 1759, 
Montgomery. brother of the noted general ‘of that name.

country, this church was the only building spared. ow- 
ing to the special protection of La Bonne St. Anne, the 
simple-minded peasant foik believed: and from tha! 
time, if possible, the statue was held in even greater 
veneration than before. 

The priest ia attendance in the vestry invariably di- 
rects the attention of the visitor to the glass case con- 
taining the magnificent chasuble made by Anne of Aus- 
tria, mother of Louis XIV. and presented to the church 
in 1665 as a votive offering. After twenty years of 
marriage to Louis XIII the queen had brought forth po 
heir to the throne. Confident of the power of St. Aune 
to help, she haé prayers and masses said daily in the 
saint's honor.

Now. every 
religious zealot who. visits the holy fountain fills jars 
and boities for himself, and for friends and reiatives

Hisrory or Ivs Laresr Ovurine 

IN THE MOUNTAINS. ; 

By a Special Contributor. 

. EARLY every one has heard of the Sierra Club. but 

N doubtless & great majority of Californians have bu‘ 
a vague idea of its aims and objects. 

The Sierra Club was founded some twenty years or 
more ago by a few enthusiastic mountaineers or the 
purpose of perpetuating and rendering more accessible 
ihe natural beauties of the Sierra Nevadas Since its 
founding the club has increased in numbers, until today 
Nas a Membership of nearly 1000. 

it has been and still is one of the chief aims of the 
club to bring the public to a fuller appreciation of the 
unsurpassed patural beauties of our own Sierras. and 
ihe urgent necessity for conceried action on the pari of 
al] in securing favorable and protective legislation for 
forest and stream. In furtherance of this, the club has. 
during the past few seasons, conducted tramping tours 
of some weeks’ diiration through portions of the high 
Sierras. In this manner the cafons of the King. the 
Kern and the Tuolumne have in turn been visited and 
the surrounding country explored. The last annual out- 
ing, during the month of July of the present year, cov- 

ered the region abou: the head waiers of the Merced and 
Tuglumne Rivers 


On the lasi day of June we left the Southern Pacific 
at the little town of Mereed, in the San Joaquin, for the 
Linety-mile stage drive to the Yosemite. where our dun- 
nase and pack train awaited us. The first day's Siage 
wie across the floor of the valley, and proved extremely 
het and dusty, the monotony of the landscape being re- 
l}oved only by the numerous irrigating ditches, which

THE STORY OF AN RAID 


ON CARICHI. 
By a Special Contributor. 


] N the hear: of the Sierra Madre, in Northern Mexico, 


is the village of Carichi. To the Tarahumara tIndi- 

ans, whose home it is, the village doubtless appears 
cheerful and its houses comfortabie, but we would only 
see a dozen mean buts ciinging to the side of a cadon. 
The cabins are built of rough-hewn logs chinked with 
mud. and each has a low opening on one side whicll 
serves both as door and window. Across one end of a 
cabin’s single ‘oom the dirt floor is raised a couple of 
feet, making « bank severa! feet across, on which is 
built the fire for cooking and warmth. Directly above 


the fireplace a square hole in the roof persuades some 


of the smoke to cscape. though it usually makes a slow 
journey around the room and into the eyes of all pres- 
ent before de varting. 


There is,no turniture at all except two or three dried 
cow hides that. spread on the floor, make smooth, hard 
mats, on which the inmates of the house sleep, covered 
with a blankei. 

This little colies iion of rude cabins, however, is quite 
an important place among the Tarahumaras, for its peo- 
ple possess broad temporales, or fields where corn and 
beans are planted, with the first rains, to grow and 
ripen during the rainy season. 

At the times of planting, hoeing and harvesting the 


grain, the peonle of a viilage set out for the flelds be-. 


fore the sun appears in the morning apd do not return 
till dark. All go, big and little, young and old. except 
those who may be sick or too old to work. Being too 
young 'o work does not matter, for the level fields are 
fine playgrounds. 


One morning in June the families of Carichi were 
early astir, getting ready to plant the first corn. The 
only man who would remain at home was Sant’ Ana, 
who was so old that no one knew how many years his 
age numbered, and too blind to work. But in the cabin 
of Antonio was little Pedro, who had arrived in Carichi 
only the night before, and he and his mother Dolores 
would stay with Tata Sant’ Ana. 


me It was before Gen. Lawton had capiured Geronimo, 


thus breaking the power of the savage Apaches, and 
those Indians still made periodical raids from Arizona 

But Carichi was so far back in the mountains and so 
far removed from any mining camp or other village 
that it was seldom molested, and it had been many years 
since an Apache raid had reached it. 

So Antonio, when he left Dolores and her baby Pedro, 
and all the village, when they left old Sant’ Ana, did 
not think of any possible danger. 

After all the rest were gone, Sant’ Ana went out on 
the mountain to collect a bundle of sticks for fire wood, 
for he could see well enough for that, and after awhile 
Dolores went down into the cafon to get fresh water 
from the iittle stream that ran there. Pedro was left 
on one. of the cowhide mats, snugiy wrapped in a 
blanket. 

Dolores dipped her olla full of water with the gourd 
that was kept at a little pool for that purpose, and 
then carefully balanced the jar on her head. As she 
turned about to take the footpath back to the cabin, 
uprightly rigid to prevent the olla from falling, her 
gaze swept the upper part of the cafion. To her sur- 
prise she saw several men standing among the trees, 
looking down at her. The surprise was but for a mo- 
ment, for insiantly she knew them-to be Apaches, 
though she had never seen any of those Indians. They 
were dark-skinned, but wore more clothing than the 
Tarahumaras, while their hair, which was the only 
covering their heads had, was longer than Mexicans 
allowed theirs 'o grow. Apaches! And little Pedro alone 
in the’cabin, and all the people of the village at work 
in the fields, where they might easily be surprise and 
slain. She must get her baby and save the others. 
Sant’ Ana, who could see so badly, would undoubtedly 
be taken unawares and killed, so there was nothing to 
be hoped from him. But she gave no ovtward sign of 
the tumult of horror that seemed to stop her heart! 
Not even the keenest Apache eye could detegt the slight- 
est hesitation in her movements. Slowly she turned 
herself around, and with stately step mounted the path 
that led back to the village. Antonio's cabin was quite 
at the farther end, just around a jutting point of rocks. 
There she would be hidden from the eyes that she knew 
were still watching her, though she did not dare even 
to glance in that direction. 

Before the low door of the cabin Dolores successfully, 
lowered the olla from her head, as she had done on 
every ordinary day. But when it was placed securely 
on the ground, for she was careful, even then, lest the 
jar should be Lroken with a crash, she seized the baby 
in his blanket and ran around the hut and along the side 
of the caion. 

While coming up from ‘the stream she had dvided 
that she would place Pedro in one of the many little 
caverns that nicKed the cafion’s limestone sides, and 
then go to warn the people.

Tt was ia 
the face of a perpendicular cliff just at ihe top of a talus 
of broken rocks, over which was the only approach, aad 
Was quite large cnough io hold all the men, women and 
Children, though iis entrance was vot more than ten feet 
across. 

Dolores, with her warning. had come none too soon, 
for all were hardly in the cave when they heard yell 
from the flelds they had just leit. Juan, who was the 
tallest and strongest of the Tarahumera mew. had sta- 
tioned himself at on® side of the: entrance. to toss the 
children and push the women up the last perpendicular 
yard. All beings safely up, Juan grasped a juttine rock 
to spring up himself, when a finger of that hand was 
severed by an arrow against the rock. The foremos' 
Apache, who sped that arrow, paid dearly for the place 
he had won, for Ramon, inside the cave. loosed an arrow 
from his bow wifh better aim, and when the Apaches, 
after half an hour of useless shooting into the cave, went 
away. they carried wiih them a dead brave 

When night came without further alarm, it was 
thought safe to go back to the village. and Dolores, with 
Antonio, ran to the cave where She had left Pedro. On 
reaching the plage, (here was no baby on the ledge, while 
the prints of a moccasin in the dust of the floor showed 
plainly what had become of him Antonio, Ramon and 
Dolores started Lack at once on the Apache trail, think- 
ing they might be able to steal upon the Indians while 
they slept in camp. and recover the baby They had not 
gone far beyond the fields they bad just left, whea Do- 
lores'saw an ovject at one side that had escaped the e) es 
of the men.

And that was how Pedro grew a man With one useless 
leg, and why he spent his time. when I knew him. in 
making violins and guitars with a knffe as only tool, 
and thinkipg himself very lucky if he found buyers for 
the really’ excellent instruments when finished, at 40 
cents each.

MINING RUBIES. 


PRIMITIVE METHODS EMPLOYED FOR OwralNnina 
THESE GEMs IN BURMAH, 


[Scientific American:| The system practiced for ob- 
taining rubies in the mifiing districts in Burma is of tha 
most primitive description. The mining shafts are sim 
ply holes about two feet square sunk to a depth varving 
up to 50 or 60 feet. The shoring up of the walls of the 
shafts is most crude, the sides being supported by poss 
at the corners and 
against the sides by stout sticks. 

The miner carries a tin pot. similar in shane to a 
blunt-ended cone, on his head. He squais down in one 
corner and digs between his knees in the opposite cor- 
ner. The earth or byon, as the ruby-bearing earth is 
called, is conveyed to the top, as fast as it is excavated. 
in small buckets let down from above. The apparatus 
for raising and lowering the buckets is simple in the ex- 
treme. A stout bamboo post about twenty feet high. 
called-a maunadine, is fixed upright in the ground at a 
convenient distance from the pit or dwin, and’a long. 
thinner bamboo, pivoted horizontally’ into the upper end 
of it so as to project an eighth from the mine and the 
long arm toward the mine. 

From the end of the long arm hangs‘a lone cane fast- 
ened to a longer thin bamboo, the latter ending in a 
double hook, and from the short end hanes a 
basket of stones. The buckets are raised by the inner 
arm with its hook, while the siones couaterbalance the 
weight. Usually three men work in a dwin, one down 
below, one hauling up the baskets, and the third opera- 
tor piles up the byon as it is received. The byon is ex- 
cavated by means of a straight, strong tool about two 
feet three inches long with a broad blade. 
are shallow and circular, with loop cane handles. 

When enough byon has been piled up it is taken off 
and put into a stone-paved circular inclosure resembling 
a bath, under a fall of water, and shoveled abeut with a 
mattock till the mud and clay are washed away and the 
stones are all collected in a deep hole at‘the end of a 
narrow channel. These are then strained, sieved and 
finally sorted, and all rubies and sapphires placed in a 
litthe bamboo cup full of clean water till the wash is 
over. They are then transferred to a little calico bag, 
which every mine owner carries, and are finally trans- 
ferred to the unclean hands of the money-lending frater- 
nity, who flock around in crowds on the bazaar days to 
buy any stones found during the week.

When 
another Rascolnik, the monk Danilo, shortly afterward 
appeared of; the same spot and began to preach, an ex- 
cited ¢rowd at once gathered around him. Fis words 
affected bis auaience so deeply that girls and old women 
began to ser the skies cpen above them, and the Vir- 
gin Mary. with the angels, helding a crown of glory 
over those who refused to pray as they were ordered 
by the authorities. Danilo persuaded them to flee into 
the wilderness for the sake of their faith. Three hun- 
dred people, boih men and women, joined him, but a 
strong body of armed men was sent in pursuit. They 
could not escape, and Danilo seized the moment to 
preach to them, and persuade them that the hour had 
come for all of them to receive the baptism of fire! 
By this he meant that they were to burn themselves 
alive. They accordingly locked themselves up in a 
big wooden shed, set fire to it and perished in the 
flames—all the three hundred, with their leader.” 


Peter the Great persecuted the Rascoiniks with aii 
ithe brutality peculiar to him, thinking al! the while he 
was fighting a yolitical foe. As soon as he found tha’

violentiy. But he did not stop. Neither did he look 
around. Then tor a short time we lost sight of him. as 
he had entered a grove of mesquite trees with heavy un- 
derzgrowth ex:ending well up toward a ridge on our 
right; but we conld at all times guess pretty closely 
where he was from the noise he made while forcing 
his way throuza the brush, and the rocks that came roll- 
ing down the side of the ridge. Soon he emerged from 
the thicket and stood for a moment in plain view, look- 
ing down toward us. While doing so he turned sideways 
and thus offered a plain, dark silhouette against the 
light-gray rocks behind him.

him. 

During the following day we rested from our fa- 
tigueing trip and retired early. We slept upon cots in 
front of the house, under the porch, which ran along 
the whole fron’ of the building. Toward midnight w« 
were awakened by the clatter of hoofs. A rider ap- 
proached and ba!ted in front of the porch, calling loudly 
for Don Pedro. He was one of Mr. Charouleau’s Mex- | 
ican herders, all of whom had orders to report forth- 
with all signs and tracks of large game observed while 
on their rounds. This man stated that toward nigntfa!! 
a lion had emerged from a mountain gorge above the 
spring and seizea a fat young calif, with which he had 
run off into a wooded hollow. The moon had come up | 
about that time; he had followed cautiously upon the | 
course of the robber, -had seen him bite the cali's 
throat through end devour part of it, after which the | 
lion had carefully hidden the carcass in a cave-like 
hollow, to which he (the herder) could easily euide 
us. He added tat the hon would without doubt return 
to his prey for breakfast, and if we mounted quickly 
we should in all probability be able to reach the place 
in good time and kill the marauder. 

Such an opportunity could not be neglected. We sad- 
died up at once and armed ourselves. The major Jomo, 
who had come in from the range during the evening and 
slept at the house, readily consented to accompany us. 
He and Don Pedro (Mr. Charouleau) armed themselves | 
with Winchester rifles, while the herder and myself car-— 
ried carbines; al! had, of course, revolvers. The herder 
led us over hill and dale, in the fantastic moonlight, that 


accentuated every feature of the ground, for at leas! 
three hours, during which time our plans of approach 
and attack were thoroughly discussed. About ° a.m. 
we dismounted, descended into the dry bed of a moun- 
tain creek, and here secured our horses by tying them 
to scrub oaks. Then we ascended the river bed, be- 
tween boulders and alder trees, until we came to a sort 
of kettle-shaped depression surrounded by a grove of 
cottonwood trees, that stood up high above the sur- 
rounding dense bushes. In the middle of this kettle, 
half-hidden by an overhanging boulder, there lay what 
appeared to be a heap of branches, twigs and leaves. 
surrounded by rocks scattered about in irregular groups. 
Although we could plainly see this heap by the light of 
the moon, which penetrated freely between the leafage 
of the trees, we failed to discover the dead calf or any 
other carcass. Our aerder, however, pointing to the. 
heap, said: “That is fit; just wait.”

Brooches are also greatly in evidence. This line com- 
range of effective and original designs. 
Women’s heads, figures or flowers are the prevailing dec- 
erations, the brooches being mostly made of closed matt 
gold, enriched with precious stones. Striking in the ex- 
treme is the brooch of chased matt gold representing 
flowers and foliage of the bindweed. This motif. very 
ably worked our, takes the form of a shield, ending with 
a large baroque pear' 

In sash buckles the greatest fancy prevails. Most of 
the new specimens are of very large dimensions, varying 
in general sty'es from the feminine heads to graceful 
plants or flowers 

In the way of neck pendants the most fascinating de- 
signs are shown. A-~ an example let me mention an ar- 
tistic pendant, Leautifully enameled and representing 
two swallows with outspread wings, contending with 
each other for the possession of a smal! bal! of coral. 


Other tasty patterns of chased matt gold are rectangular 


in shape and represent delightful landscapes, in the 
front part of which are swans swimming majesi cally be- 
tween reeds. These atiractive specimens are and- 
somely enameled and adorned with precious stones, prine 
cipally diamonds, pearis and rubies. 

The newest and daintiest styles in rings for women 
are those of chased matt gold, adorned with floral deco- 
rations. 

Long chains are extensively shown. These dainiy ar- 
ticles keep their popularity. The most favored patterns 
are composed of links of matt gold alternating with cut 
cabochon stones or motifs of chased mati gold represent- 
ing flowers and toliage handsomely enameled. 

Besides the artistic medals above mentioned many 
amusing breloques are attached to the long cnains. 
These charms are of chased ‘matt gold or silver, and rep- 
resent various animals. such as cats, dogs, frogs, etc., ip

FEATS OF CORRESPONDENTS. 

One of the finest achievements of a war correspon- 
dent was that of Holt White, a representative of the 
New York Tribune, in the Franco-Prussian War. He 
witnessed the battle of Sedan from the Prussian head- 
quarters on Thursday, September 1, 1870. At its con- 
clusion he rode to Brussels, but there the postoffice au- 
thorities refused to transmit his dispatch to London, 
and even threatened to arrest him for saying that the 
French had been defeated. He then went on to Calais, 
crossed to Dover by special steamer, and took a special 
train to London, where he arrived at 5 o'clock on Sat- 
urday morning. - Next day there was a description of the 
battle, six columus long, in the Tribune. It was not till 
Tuesday that the London newspapers had accounts of 
the conflict from their correspondents. But the most 
famous deed of physical endurance in the race for news 
between war correspondents was told of Archibalr 
Forbes. In the Servian War of 1876, Semlin, the nearest 
telegraph station, was 120 miles distant from the scene 
of the battle. So soon as Forbes knew the result, he 


rode off, and all night long he Kept at a gailop. chabs- 


ing horses every fifteen miies. At Semlin he had one 
long drink of beer, and then at once sat down to the 
task of writing, hour after hour, against time, the tid- 
ings of which he was the bearer. After he had written 
the story of the battle and put it on the wires, he lay 


down in bis clothes and slept twenty hours without wak- 


He had witnessed the battie, which lasted six 
hours, ridden !2' miles, and written and dispatched a 
telegraphic message four columns in length to the Daily 
News, all in the space of thirty hours.-—| Macmillan’g 
Magazine. 


AN AMERICAN BELT LINE. 

Magic circles did not go out with the days of superstl- 
tion. The holders of a railway concession in China have 
drawn a circle about Canton across which no foreign 
railway may pass without their consent. It is simply 
a belt line of railway on the outskirts of the city, with 
branches running to the suburbs. The French and 
English holders of railway concessions must make terms 
with the Americans before they can lay their tracks 
across the belt line. Ip the United States the courts 
usually make short work of such obstructions, but the 
magic is likely to work in China for several years yet. 
Meantime the French and English railway men are ad- 
miring the alertness of their competitors from this coun-

The Development of the Canna. 


Almost al) plant growers know the canna, with its 
great lily-like leaves. its sturdy habit of growth, and its 
freedom from ‘nsect pests. Nearly everyone, though, in 
this part of the worid, J fear, knows it only by its great 
growth of green foliage and the rather inferior reds and 
yellows that have been passed along from one honsewife 
to another until almost every garden in Southern Cali- 
fornia has a canna, aid but few, very few, know the real 
orchid-like canna which is just as easily grown and al- 
most as easily obtainable as its sturdy ancestor, but so 
lacking in grace of fine color qualities 

Walking in Eastlake Park a few weeks ago I spoke

TO KEEP FLOWERS FRESH. 

Flowers often fade because the stalks get bruised 
where they are cut when being gathered. This may be 
remedied by inserting a fine piece of wire ai the end of 
the stem and then pushing it up a little, after which bind 


the stock with a pad of wool in each vase, 
add some moss, put the flowers in tepid 
water with greenery, and in half 


an hour the flowers will open and look as if they 
had just been gathered. In order to keep them fresh as 
long as possible,-every evening the vase should be stood 
on a stone slab or something that cannot be injured by 
the damp, and syringed with lukewarm water. In the 
morning cul off about a quarter of ap inch from each 
stalk, throw away al! the water, fresh water (tepid) be- 
ing replaced. 


Another good method is to hold the flowers over the 
steam of hot water, and then place the ends of the «talks 
in boiling warer for a few minutes, cut off the partly 
boiled ends, and put the flowers in a vase containing 
tepid water.—j tome Chat.

Their work is supervised, of course, by whites, 
but they are seldom insubordinate and not quarreisome. 
Although they sometimes indulge in liquor, they are on 
the whole temperate, and when, upon rare occasions, 
he overinduilges, the Japanese confines his orgies to his 
own people and his own class. Liquor has a- stupefy- 
ing rather than a maddening effect upon him. He is 
seldom brought before our law courts, and our jails are 
virtually free of him. 


The Japanese are very sensitive in matters of relig- 
ion, and their “faith,” whatever it may be, governs 
most of their actions through life. Upon such matters 
they are usually secretive but quite determined, The 
Japanese Cons! of San Francisco, Hon. K. Wyengo, in 
speaking of his people in California, says: “The great 
portion of the Japanese profess the Buddhist religion. 
there being six Buddhist missions in the State, located 
respectively in San Francisco, Sacramento, San José, 
Fresno, Los Angeles and Oakland. 


“While there are no accurate statistics to show what 
proportion of the Japanese in California are Christians, 
| would estimate that seven or eight per cent. of them 
profess that faith. There are missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in San Francisco, Oakland, San José, 
Los Angeles and Fresno. There are also several con- 
gregations of Episcopalians, Congregationalists and 
others, as well as Young Men's Christian associations 
21d gospel societies.” 


When converted to Christianity they become zealous 
workers. In their Buddhist temples they are faithful 
worshipers. While not proselyters, they have succeeded 
in tonverting a namber of Americans and others to the 
Buddhist cree 1. 


In press circles the Japanese of this State are repre- 
sented by three progressive daily newspapers, namely, 
the New World, and the Nichibei, published in San 
Francisco, and the Rafu Shimpo, in Los Angeles. Many 
of them also subscribe. to journals published in the 
honle country, and as they employ in the printed lan- 
guage the characters, or “word signs” of the Chinese, 
many are also broad readers of Chinese periodicals and 
books. Again quoting their Consul: “As a whole, the 
Japanese in ‘his State are able to read and write, il- 
literacy being almost unknown among them.” 


Nearly every preparatory school and every large high 
school in this State bras its Japanese students preparing 
either for active service in Japan or for an advanced 
course in one of our large universities. Stanford Uni- 
versity has a considerable number, the University of 
California, where Japanese is taught, has many more, 
and nearly every college, whether professional or aca- 
demic, has Japanese among its students... Some of these 
have already contributed valuable material to the 
archives of our college libraries, and their professional 
men are being rapidly recognized as among those of 
the first class. 


It is to be noticed that many of the Japanese in Cal- 
ifornia come here to build homes. Their children are 
brought up with American customs and ideas. Their 
women are industrious, thoroughly domestic, and it 
must be judged make good mothers and wives, for we 
never hear of one sueing for divorce. Perhaps, being 
a little hypercritical, we are sometimes inclined to de- 
plore the fact that Japanese women do not continue 
wearing their native costumes, which we judge 30 ar- 
tistic, and which our women ofien imitate in style, but 


the women of Switzerland, the faithful love and patient 
sacrifice of the wives and mothers of Japan and Japa- 
nese America are unpraised in poetry and song.

famous irrigation system. 

“By damming this river the Pecos Irrigation Company 
has created two enormous reservoirs, with a capacity 
of 90,000 acre feet.

l HAVE a box of figs grown by J. E. Brown of Eas''ake 
avenue accompanied by a fine photograph oj a prm- 
ber of specimens of this fruit grown at his home, and 
placed on exhibition at the Chamber of Commerce. As 
far as i can learn this is the firat instance in which per- 
fectly fertilized tigs have beem produced in Southern Cal- 
itornia.

Sealed Bids fo¥ Fruit Selling. 


Hie citrus fruit srowers of Southern Califdrnia have 
T been discussing at a white heat this summer al! the 
methods of selling fruit they had ever tried or heard of. 
We have beard run the entire gamut upon selling deliv- 
ered, sales f o b. with or without conditions, saies by 
commission dealers, lump sum sales, home auctions and 
various other ways of doing it and not doing it. But 
not thought of. Ili has 
been originated by the California Wine Association. and 
letters patent should be issued at once lest other pu:- 
ehasers adopt the plan throughout the country. This as- 
sociation has announced that if will make no prices upon 
grapes this season, and all grape growers who wirh ‘tv 
sei! must submit sealed bids, and thé lowest prices will 
be aceepted. How socr this scheme will be attempted 
upon th® raisin and prune growers we bave no means of 
knowing, but I can think of no plan that would have 
such an universally depressing effect as this. I referred 
a vear azo fé the efforts of a community of loca! vine- 
yardists to protect themselves from the experiences of 
last season by establishing their own winery. If this 
plan, or a general organization of the growers doves not 
prevail soon, all the small producers of grapes will be 
forced out of the business. This season the loca! grape 
crop is unusually fine and abundant, but of what profit 
is it if a combination is possible-that compels the farmer 
to bid against his fellows for the privilege of selling his 
products if he be the lowest bidder. I heard a man saya 
few days ago. who had every cent in the saloon business, 
that the arrogance of the liquor interests of this State 
was doing more to cement public sentiment against the 
liquor traffic ‘han every other influence combined. 
Whether this be true or not the latest move of the wine 
association will certainly put a damper upon the advo- 
cates of California wines who have been under the im- 
pression that they were assisting a great farming indus- 
try by so doing. The free advertising given to the wine 
business at our expositions should make the winemakers 
more iuelined to foster the farmers’ interests than is in- 


dicated by their late scheme.

A Hygienic Cook Book. 
COPY ‘ar been received of the “Mazdazpan En- 


cyclopaedia of Dietetics and Home Cook Book,” by 

Dr O. Z. Hanish of Chicago. Dr. Hanish is at the 
head of the Mazdaznan Society, and has acquired a con 
siderable amount of fame lately owing to attacks made 
upon him by the Hearst yellow papers. He publishes 
a littie monthly called the Mazdaznan, which contains 
some good stuf, and his other printed matier, so far 
as the editor has seen It. is all right except thai, like so 
many others of theme leaders of new movements, he is 
inclined to throw too mach unnecessary mystery and 
complicaiion around his teachings to suit the ordinary 
level-headed man or woman. 

The book referred to contains 150 pages. and furnishes 
a great variety of information in regard to the prep- 
aration of many kinds of foods. also some excellent ad- 
vice on diet and bealth. Dr. Hanish is not narrow in 
his views, giving receipes for dishes that contain spices 


and seasoning, and even, in some cases, recommending 
the use of such stimulants as brandy and wine, but only | 

| in case of sickness. He also, to a moderate degree. sug- 
gesis the use of raising preparations, such as baking 
powder, which many of his followers do not use. In 
the article on bread making, however. he states that the 
habitual use of bread made with baking powder produces 
dyspepsia. 

Some of the recipes are for rich foods, and should be 
used carefuliv ly persons with weak digestions. For 
instance, this for a “fruit cake par excellence:” 

“Take five pounds seeded layer raisins, two pounds 
seediess raisins or cleaned currants, on» pound figs, one 
pound citron, cpe-half pound candied ginger, one tea-. 
spoonful ground cinnamon; chopped well and mix ther- 
oughty, or. better still, grind all together with a veg- 
etable chopper. Cream one pound cocoanut butter with 
one pound flour. Separate sixteen eggs; beat whites io 
a stiff froth: heat yolks with one pound pulverized sugar | 
unti! light, then add alternately a spoonful each of 
beaten whites and the creamed buiter and flour; heat 
and mix well. Add the fruit and one pint grape juice; 
mix thoroughly and put in large oiled pan and bake two 
hours in moderate oven. The longer this cake is kept 
the better it will get. Keep well wrapped in a close box. 
Almond meats may be used as a substitute for the can- 
died cherries. Sometimes one pint of grape brandy with 
grape juice combined improves the cake with age.” 

There are a few contradictions in the book. For in- | 
siance, under the head of “Soups.” on page 88, he says: 

“Soups should not be eaten while hot, as they soften 
the stomach and lay a foundation for neuralgic condi- | 
tions of that crgan. They should. be allowed to cool 
to a moderate. femperature.” 

On the following page. in a recipe for “Bouillon

It is a no- 
torious fact that the dog has a marvelous digestive ap- 
paratus, surpassed, perhaps, only by the ostrich. The 
faeces of a dog show this. How, then, can Prof. Paw- 
low assume that food taken into a human stomach 
would act in the same manner as when swallowed by 
one of these poor dogs, whom he subjected to such pro- 
longed cruelty?

Danger in the Ice Box.

Poison in Wall Papers. 


ROM time to time we read of the poison that lurks in 

the more or jess artistic wall paper with which most 
people cover their rooms. Of late it has been un‘er- 
stood that the use of arsenic in the manufacture of wall 
paper has beea abandoned. This, however, appears to 
be not so. Wise people will cover their walls with some- 
thing thai is noi only free from poison, but can be 
‘washed off from time to time, for our dwellings need 
regular cleansing as well as our underclothes. Polished 
wood is far preferable to wall paper for the walls of a 
room, and excellent quiet artistic effects may be pro- 
duced with this medium. 

A correspondent who signos himself “An Invalid Deco- 
rator’’ sends the following commuuication to The Times. 
He says he has become incapacitated to work at his 
trade on accoun! of his system becoming saturated with 
arsenic poisoning. 

“For years medical authorities have published state- 
menis about the greens used in wall paper containing ar- 
senic. This was erroneous, as until recently the golds 
used were the only thing cut by arsenic. All colorings 
were purely vegetable. It has remained for this age of 
invention in adulteration to produce arsenic colorings 
and with the cut-throat Competition the unscrupulous 
manufacturers, to cheapen the cost of making wall paper, 
are using arsenic and acid colorings on nearly al] cheap 
grades of wall paper. Alt present (he paper makers trade 
ls classed as quite as unhealthy a trade as lead corroding, 
and nearly al! paper hangers are more or iess afflicted 
with arsenic poisoning. At first a hacking cough results 
from inhaling and absorbing the dust into their lungs. 
Gradually the stomach is affected, and @nally the entire 
system is saturated, and an affliction similar to the 
painters’ colic results, incapacitating many from labor. 
If it is injurious to workmen is it not dangerous tor 
people living aud sleeping in rooms papered with these 
papers? And is it not time for authorities iv prevent 
the saie of these goods by a class of dealers who a.lver- 
tise ‘cul prices,’ ‘bargains,’ etc., and tempt purchasers 
into using the inferior make of wall papers? Investiga- 
tions by medical experts would result in condemning the 
manufacture or sale of this class of goods.”

“Everything that can be cooked with steam should 
be, for no other style of cooking reiaips the aroma or 
flavor of the food as well. In the cooking of meats 
there is a delicacy imparted unknown to ordinary cook- 
ing. Fish is simply delicious cooked in this way, and 
the same can be said of meats. [ft is the cooking par 
excellence for delicate stomachs. It does not drive the 
grease through the flesh. neither does it render the fat 
indigestible. as does baking, roasting. broiling or, that 
never to be thought of, frying. 

“There are many people who suffer from slow diges- 
tion, who should be careful to have their food. prepared 
in a way that offers the least possible work for the 
stomach. Not only should the food be prepared right, 
but great care should be taken in food combinations. 

“There is as much trouble coming {rom wropg com- 
binations as from wrong cooking. A meal consisting of 
a variety of starchy foods should be accompanied by a 
goodly supply of leaf vegelables, the root vegetables will 
not answer; if cabbage is the only kind accessible, as 
is often the case in country places, a good-sized piateful 
of slaw must accompany the meal. 

“Meat has not the power per se to create gastritis, 
tonsilitis, diphtheria, rheumatism, pneumonia or the so- 
called colds, unless eaten with a hodgepodge predomi- 
nated by starch, and to make the evolution of disease 
an assured fact the starches must be prepared with an 
unreasonable amount of grease, as we find in gravy, 
often in biscuit and desserts. Some people manage te 
ruin an otherwise digestible meal by consuming too 
much butter and cream. Starch rendered indigestible 
by fai takes on fermentation; this change imparted to 
meat renders the contents of the stomach noxious, fol- 
lowing which may be expected the above named dis- 
eases. The change that takes place in starch is not capa- 
ble within itself of producing zymotic diseases, but 
those subjecis who style themselves vegetarians, and are 
victims of starch poisoning, are troubled with all sorts 
of nervous affections, sleeplessness, crankiness and hys- 
teria. . 

“Meat eaters are noted for their sleeping powers, odor- 
iferous breath and sluggishness generally. Excessive 
meat eating accompanied by too much starch builds the 
virulent types of disease 

“Chicago predicts the loss, by pneumonia, of 2100 cit- 
izens between row and the first of next May. There 
is a cause for this not generally recognized. It is im- 
possible to have pneumonia until the system is loaded 
with decomposition. Meat and the starch-bearing foods, 
plus bad ventilation, and a body overprotected by flannel

His ciaim was recognized by William II of the 
the Netherlands. and when the body was removed the 
other day a large company of the o!d French aristocracy, 
including some of the Bourbons. was present. Naundorf 
was born on March 27, 1785, and when he died, in 1845, 


- his coffin was adorned with a~- plate describing him as 


“Charles Louis. Duc de Normandie,” the name ani title 
ef the Dauphin. Several other men—one of them died 
in this country—also claimed the titl® after Louis NVIII, 
in @815. had searched in vain for the body of the young 
prince, who, according to ‘he records, died in captivity 
in the Temple in Paris in 1795. These men insisted that 
they had been taken away from the prison on the date 
of their supposed death, and were not abashed when 
they were tofd that physicians had examined the body 
of the young prince in prison, and had officially declared 
that he had died of scrofula. The tradition that he did 
not die bas had great viiality, and the living Dauphin 
has appeared as the hero in fiction more than once, and 
probably will again.—[Youth’s Companion. .
